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IKE many enother notable American, Frieseke be- 
gan his career in a small town in the Middle 
West. 

His yeuthful days were spent in Owasea, 
Mich. where he played in the streets. went to school, and 
during his leisure hours dabbled with a brush and paints. 

Art lured Mr. Frieseke early in life to New York. 
There he engaged in newspaper work, making, mostly, 
iiustrations for the comic weeklies. But this was not 
the goni of his ambition. 

Across the waters, the historic art centres of the Old 
World called to him with irresistible force. If he woufd 
learn his chosen profession in its fundamentals, he fek 
thut he must study at some other shrine. He sailed for 
Haris. 

For several years, perhaps, the career of Mr. Frieseke 
was similar to that of many other American students. 
He worked hard, absorbed the ideas of others, and mas- 
ered technique. 

But he was not content with the cOmmonplace. He 
had an ideal of his own, and it was his intention to im- 
press that ideal upon the art of his time. 

In his conceptions he was bold. Many modern artists 
accepted the works of the old masters, for instance, 
without reserve, and adopted them for a model. 

Without making claim to any particular genius or 
talent, Frieseke thought that in some ways improvement 
might be made upon the teachings of the old masters.

NEW SMELTING FURNACE. 

W. B. Dennis, manager of the 
Black Butte mercury mine in Lane 
county, Oregon, ig. credited with per- 
fecting a smelting furnace that is ex- 
pected to command much attention in 
the mining world. It is intended ‘or 
handling cinnabar ores and one of its 
greatest features is that wood fuel is 
used satisfactorily, and generates gas, 
something that has been sought in 
vain by smeltermen for many years. 
Mr. Dennis is able to produce from 
600 to 1400 Fahrenheit at 
different stages in the experimental 
plant. 

The time for roasting is also reduced 
to a fraction of what is required by 
the Scott continuous process that is in 
use generally. Under the latter the 
time is from twenty-four to forty- 
eight hours with thirty-six as a fair 
average. Ry the new process eight 
hours is said to be the maximum e- 
quirement. The cost is also greatly 
reduced. The reduction in time, of 
course, increases the capacity of the 
furnace to that extent. 

Other remarkable features claimed 
for the furnace are the perfect com- 
bustion of gases and the elimination 
of the soot that by the older methods 
is left over impregnated with mer- 
cury to be worked over.

For June the probable output of 
copper at Butte is estimated at 238,- 
000,000 pounds, making the total for 
the first six months of 1905, 167,555,250 
pounds, the amount for January, Feb- 
ruary, March, April and May being 
139,555,250 pounds. With copper sell- 
ing at 16 cents on the market this 
gives the output a value of $93,155,887.- 
50, not counting the value of by-prod- 
ucts, which are likely to add anothér 
million to this.

EL PASO (Tex.) June 16.—The build- 
ing of the Kansas City, Mexico and 
Orient Railroad is bringing to light near 
Bacoyna, Mex., in the western part of 
the State of Chihuahua, a strange race 
people. They live in mountain cav- 


@rna, their language is an incoherent 
Sitberish peculiar to themselves, and 
they jump from cliff to cliff like wild 
Qnimais. It is supposed that this queer 
tribe is a remnant of the cliff dwellers. 

The country around Bacoyna is as 
wild as can be found anywhere in the 
seuthern republic, and its isolation ac- 
counts, perhaps, for the fact that such 
& primitive race could thus long remain 
untound and untouched by the forward 
march of civilization. 

Judge Jay Goode, one of the most 
prominent jurists in Tens, and for 
many years on the bench of the District 
Court in El Paso, has returned from a 
tour of anthropological research in 
Mexico, during which he penetrated the 
country in t y t queer people. 
Outfitting for the journey at La — 
mining camp, seated astride a moun- 
tain-climbing mule, and with a trusty 
Dative guide, Goode traveled four days 
until he reached the best point for the 
@Deervations he desired to make. There 
he camped and became acquainted with 
@ recluse priest, Father Mariano Guer- 
vera, who has lived in Northern Men- 
ico over a quarter of a century. From 
Pather Guerrera, Goode obtaineg much 
information relating to the members of 
this odd tribe, who, like so many 
Prairie dogs, scuttle back into their 
subterranean homes whenever intruders 
come near. 

“It was the most remarkable sight I 
ever beheld,” said Goode, “and now 
that the Orient Railroad is opening up 
that section of country to communica- 
tion with the outside world, I predict 
that before another year, scientific 
Students from ail over the country will 
be in Mexico studying this queer tribe 
of humanity. These people are almost 
@warts in size, and their faces remind 
One of a baboon or monkey. They are 
neither Mexican nor Indian. In fact, 
they seem to be a distinctive race, un- 
like any other now in existence. They 
are timid to such an extent that they 
seidom permit an outsider to approach 
them. I made numerous unsuccessful 
attempts to take snap shot photographs, 
and although I secured several good 
views of their habitations, not once 
could I catch a picture of the individ- 
nals themselves. 

“The only semblance of civilization is 
the fact that these people do, after 
fashion, till the soil. Their method 
of farming, however, is decidedly prim- 
itive, and the yield is limited to a few 
Species of fruit and vegetables such as 
thrive in Northern Mexico. Although I 
saw no warlike demonstration, Father 
Guerrera, who knows these people per- 
haps better than they are known by 
an Other, informed me that when 
aroused, they are extremely pug- 
nacious, and ever ready to rush upon 
. BR intruder with bow and arrow. 
When fighting, they go in bands, thus 
exhibiting a clannish disposition. Their 
language is different from anything I 
have ever heard—it is simply an inco- 
herent conglomeration of low, guttural 
sounds, more like the grunt of a hog 
than the articulation of a human being, 
and judging from the sound, its varia- 
tions and inflections, their entire vo- 
Cabulary does not exceed 200 words. 
Pather Guerrera says that, although 
be has never learned their language, 
and has never been able to engage 
them in conversation, they seem to un- 
erstand that he is a spiritual ad- 
er, and oftentimes they have ap- 
proached him and by signs have givea 
him to understand that they sought his 
Messing.

TENTIONS CF THE TWO COUNTRIES.

Denmark, Sweden chose her own king, 
Denmark and Norway one in common. 

As years rolled by, the union with 

k resulted most disastrously 
for Norway, inasmuch that the Dan- 
ish King violated his oath of free and 
equitable government of the Nor- 
Wegians, and in time Norway Jegen- 
erated to a mere province of Denmark 
with the crown being represented by 
& Danish Viceroy appointed at will 
by the King. 

Norway became dormant in al di- 
fections: the learning and aciences, 
@rt and literature, became almost ob- 
iterated in its entirety or lost its in- 
Gividuality in the preponderant over- 
Shadowing of the Danish supremacy. 

Buch was the condition up to the 
time when Denmark, which had been 
@t War with Sweden, was compeiled 
to conclude the peace ratifiei at Kiel, 
January 14, 1814, whereby the Danish 
King <eded Norway to Sweden with 
the stipulation that Norway should

The Crown Prince of Denmark at 
this time was the Viceroy of Norway 
ani in the country at the time. 

When the peace and conditions of 
Kiel became known to the Nor- 
Weaians, their dormant stupor was 
Shaken off in an instant and the na- 
tional stamina was eroused and 
Swakened at once. Christian Fred- 
@rick, the Viceroy, took advantage of 
the national feeling just aroused, and 
Greamei of an unlimited monarchy in 
. with himself as the elected 

ng. 

Frederick made a trip through Nor- 
Way to: learn the sentiments of the 
people and issued a cal! for represen- 
tatives to meet at Bidsvold, which 
took place immediately, and subse- 
quently a diet was convoked at the 
Same place. 

In this diet 112 representatives came 
and formed a constitution which was 
adopted May 17, 1814, and Christian 
Frederick was duly elected King of 
Norway, but with limited monarchical 
powers. 

This independent action meant war 
With Sweden, and the Swedes, under 
the command of their Crown Prince, 
Bernadette, invaded Norway, 
With troops flushed with victory in the 
Continental campaign against Napo- 


leon. 

Their principal fortress, Frederick- 
Steen, fell into the hands of the Swedes, 
and though the Norwegians at different 
other places put up a brave defense, 
ing to the cowardice of their newly- 
Glected King, and lack of an organized 
defense, were compelled to conclude an 
armistice at Moss, August 14, 1814. 

The Storthing met October 7 and ac- 
ies the resignation of King Chris- 
= Frederick and elected Charles the 

lit of Sweden on condition of his rec- 
ien the independence of Norway 
Gnd governing it in accordance with 
the constitution given at Eidsvoild. This 
Was agreed to by the King through the 
Crown Prince, and the oaths taken and 
Subscribed to November 14, 1814. 

The act of union as promulgated put 
the dual kingdom on an equal footing, 
Gave that the King could in his ab- 
Sence from Nerway appoint a Viceroy, 
either a Swede or a Norwegian. 

The first disagreement took place 
When Denmark insisted on the pay- 
ment a6 agr..d to at the peace of Kiel. 

The Norwegians stand on this ques- 
tien was this: That inasmuch as Nor- 
Way never was a party or had accepted 
the treaty of Kiel, it could not be held 
bound to pay any of the peace stipula- 
tien. However, this was compromised 
by the King renouncing for himseif 
and the Crown Prince the Norwegian 
part of the civil list for ten years, and 
the Storthing then, in 1821, paid some 
three million dollars. 

Next came the question of the abol- 
lishment of the nobility. This caused a 
Great strife, and after the Storthing 
had in three successive sessions met 
and presented this measure, the King 
Gnally yielded. At this point it is well 
4 note paragraph 79 of the Constitu- 

nm: 


the diesolution of the Unlon 


“If a measure has been passed with- 
out amendment, by three regular 
Storthings, convened after three sep- 
arate and successive elections, and sep- 
arated from each other by not less 
than two intervening regular Storth- 
ings, and no measure in conflict there- 
with having in the meantime from the 
first to the last passage been passed by 
any Storthing, and the measure is then 
presented to the ae with the request 
that His Majesty will not refuse his 
Sanction to a measure which the 
Storthing, after the most mature con- 
sideration, deem beneficial, it shall be- 
come a law, notwithstanding the King 
fails to sanction the same before the 
adjournment of the Storthing.” 

In 1873 the question of Viceroyaity 
came up. The Norwegians felt that 
they were in a measure humiliated by 
having a Vice-Governor appointed over 
them, especially if he was a Swede. 
The King a nted Count Hedel- 
jareberg: but ing stil! dissatisfied, 
an amendment was signed by the King 
abolishing thie royal prerogative. 

Previous to this the King had granted 
the Norwegians their own mercantile 
flag. but with the Union Jack in the na- 
thena!l colors of both countries. 

Now arose the great question of the 
King’s veto in constitutional questions. 
There were really two points at issue, 
vis.. the absolute veto in constitutional 
Questions and the control of the gov- 
ernment. 

As regard the former, the King held 
that the Norwegian Conetitution was 
a contract between him and the Nor- 
Wegian people prescribing the terms of 
the unton. Accordingly it could not be 
altered without the consent of both 
— He had, therefore, the right to 

sist upon the terme of the contract 
and to forbid any alteration of it that 
did not meet his approval. There can 
be no doubt that this point was well 
taken: and the faculty of las, in the 
university, sustained the King's posi- 


In apite of the’ decision of their own 
University professors, they have gone 
contrary to it during the last few days. 

After having received their own mer- 
cantilic fag, an agitation was started to 
take away the symbol of union, “The 
Union Jack.” This evoked much bitter- 
ness and iscuesion, and the cry for a 
clean flag” by the ultra left, aroused 
& storm of opposition, which never sub- 
sided till the Jack was taken away al- 
together. 

The flag incident being over, the 
tien of independent consuls arese. 
Constitution says: 

“Article I. The kingdom of Norway 
fe a free. independent, indivisible and 
inalienable state, united with Sweden 
wider one King. Its form of govern- 
ment is a limited hereditary monarchy. 

“Art. III. The executive powers 
shall be vested in the King. 

“Art. V. The King’s person is sa- 
cored: he shall neither be censured nor 
impeached. His ministry shall, how- 
ever. be held accountable.” 

it further states that in all matters 
pertaining to consular and diplomatic 
pelations, the two countries shall be 
represented through a common Minis- 
ter for Foreign Affairs.

show that 60 per cent. of the consuls 
are Norwegians; and of the diplomats, 
those accredited to the courts of Madrid, 
Rome, Washington, Copenhagen, etc., 
are Norwegians, though Sweden pays 
two-thirds of the budget for the same. 

At the last session of the Storthing 
a law was pased authorizing the gov- 
ernment to institute a separate consu- 
lar system, to be in force from April 
1, 1966. To this the Council of State 
demanded the King’s signature. The 
King refused, as a separate consular 
system under the Rigs act between the 
two countries could only be taken up 
in joint convention between the iwo 
kingdoms and could not be disposed of 
arbitrarily by either party without the 
sanction of both. 

The Norwegian ministry resigned, 
went home, a new government was 
formed and the King dethroned. 

That no one may unjustly censure 
the Norwegian ministry as to its res- 
ignation when met with refusal from 
the King, I will cite Article XXX: 


It 
shall be the duty of every person who 
has a seat in the ministry to express 
his opinion feariessiy, to which the 
King shail listen, but he may resolve

It is on record in two separate in- 

stances where the Storthing have im- 
peached and heavily fined its ministers, 
who in their eyes have been at fault. 
The Swedes indorse the King as fol- 
lows: King Oscar's stand in the Swed- 
ish-Norwegian conflict, when His Maj- 
esty refused to sanction the Norwegian 
demands as to separate consuls is 
wit his constitutional right. His 
Majesty thinks that the Norwegian de- 
mands are not compatible with the 
spirit or letter in which the union was 
enacted, and he will do all in his power 
to hinder the dissolution of the union, 
save resorting to arms. 
The Norwegians, on their part, assert 
that King Oscar's refusal to sanction 
the consulate law is aggressive; that 
he dénies the right of Norway in spite 
of its Constitution, and legal authori- 
ties are cited, among others Prof. Lud- 
wig von Bar in Göttingen, that the 
King has also refused to permit the 
formation of a cabinet and through 
this alone he has placed himself above 
the Constitution and broken his oath 
to govern justly. 

It is but just to ey that these brave 
people, inhabiting this narrow strip of 
land washed by the stormy Atlantic, 
have, during the last century, kept 
abreast of all other civilised nations. 

Their government is one of the best 
regulated of civilized countries. Many 
of her sons have immortalized them- 
selves by their works in science, liter- 
ature, music and other arts. 

Norway has produced many eminent 
men; among them Hausteen, the as- 
tronomer; Abel, the mathematician: 
Reyser and Munch, historians Verge- 
band. Velhaven, Bjirnestjerne Bjirn- 
son, and Henrik Ibsen, poets and au- 
thors, and Frithof Nansen of Polar 
fame. The immortal Ole Bull and Ed- 
ward Grieg, the composer, would be a 
credit to any nation. 

Sweden is proud of the fraternal re- 
lation existing between the two peoples. 
They are a mutual protection to each 
Other against foreign aggressions and 
are spurred on by a laudable ambition 
to compete for honors in the higher 
and nobler spheres of life. 

A word about the King, who now is 
nearing his eightieth year. Historian. 
traveler and biographer have united in 
describing His Majesty, Oscar II. 
“King of Sweden and Norway, the 
Goths and the Vendes,” as the most 
learned, gifted. courteous and charming 
gentieman they have ever met; they all 
agree that his winning ways and dem- 
ocratic manners fascinate all with 
whom he comes in contact; and that 
he is on the best terms with all the 
subjects and with all the world: a man 
well worthy and well fitted to sit on 
the ancient throne of the Vasas.

LOCAL ARTISTIC TYPES. 
BUILDINGS ERECTED TO ADORN. 
Among the conceptions in local archi- 
tecture that are unique is classed the 
Carnegie Library building at San Pe- 
dro, designed by Gustaf A. von Edels- 
ward of Los Angeles and John Laffell 
of San Pedro, in the classic Grecian 
Deorte type. This building will 

a plot of ground in the park at San 
dro that is 108 feet deep, facing Beacon 


street. 

The building will rest on a stybolate, 
four feet high, the edifice rising twenty- 
eight feet higher, surmounted with a 
copper dome forty-two feet above the 
ground. The four facades are adorned 
with pilasters, supporting the entabla- 
ture, whose frieze is richiy carved, be- 
ing crowned with finely proportioned

wide, 2— 
pilasters support the 
pediment with its sculptured tympa- 
num. The columns are carved and 
fluted. Over the portico is the attic 
supporting the circular copper dome, 
the apex having a corona of electric 
lights, whose rays will be seen from 
the Pacific Ocean and from every point 
of vantage in San ro. 

m the portico is entered the de- 
os hall and the rotunda, while to 
the left te the reference and periodical 
room and to the right the reading and 
juvenile rooms. On the rear is the 
catalogue room, and the directors’, the 
librarian and the stock rooms. e de- 
livery hall will be Gnished in Mosaic 
and decorated in plaster, with a fres- 
coed dome. The rest of the building will 
be finished in plaster, beam ceilings 
and wood floors. The main roof will 
be of copper interbacking tile. 

The history of the San Pedro Library 
is interesting, as it was founded in Jan- 
wary, 1888, from the outgrowth of a 
literary society. On July 19, 1888, Wil- 
mington Masonic Lodge laid the cor- 
ner-stone on land donated by Ben . 
Weston. In 1890 the first books were 
purchased, and in 1801 Mr. Tweed do- 
nated two lots that were sold in 1892. 
In October, 1902, when Mr. N. I. 
Trethrake was elected president, an 
agreement with San Pedro Trustees was 
made to accept and maintain the library 
as a San Pedro institutton. This was 
done, and the libraty has grown from 

books to 1907, the circulation for 
1904-05 being 9884 volumes. afid the 
membership grown to 603. Miss Lena 
M. Royce is the librarian. 

Suggestions as to the possibility of 
securing a Carnegie library had been 
& matter of discussion for some time 
among the members of the library 
board, but it is only within the last six 
months that the matter received se- 
rious consideration and it is a source 


of much gratification that the appeal 


to the philanthropist received such 
ready and generous response. The 
present library board is made up of 
Henry Baly, president: Judge J. B. V. 
Goodrich, secretary. Mrs. W. X. 
Weldon, Mrs. E. O. Smith and Dr. J. 
Gwaltney, comprise the Building Com- 
mittee. 

ENGLISH STYLE RESIDENCE. 

Mrs. Ella F. Morgan will have erect- 
ed for herself, on the southwest cortfer 
of Vermont avenue and First street, a 
residence that will command an exten- 
sive view of the surrounding country.

Sulphate of Ammonia from Peat. 

It is stated in the engineering sup- 
plement of a recent issue of the London 
Times that eo encouraging have been 
the results obtained during the past 
two years at an experimental plant 
near London, in tests of the process of 
Messrs. Eschweiler & Woltereck for 
utilizing peat for the production of sul- 
phate of ammonia, that £30,000 ($145.- 
995) is now being spent on a complete 
recovery plant in the midst of the peat 
lands of Carniough, Antrim county. 
Ireland. While the drawback to the 
use of peat as an industrial materia! 
has hitherto been the difficulty and ex- 
pense of freeing it from its inherent 
moisture, it is claimed that the pres- 
ence of up to 50 per cent. of 
moisture, is a positive advantage in 
the pew process, and that there is a 

recovery of 68 per cent. of free am- 

monia in the form of the sulphate, 
which is a valuable fertilizing agent.—

| Protection of Employees in Belgium. 
| United States Consul McNally, Liege. 
Belgium. writes as follows: 
| “The Monitor, the official organ of 
the Belgian government, has just pub- 
: lished a decree prescribing the precau- 

tionary measures to be observed by 

owners of workshops to safeguard the 
| health of the employés and to provide 
| against accidents to them. The provis- 
' jons of this decree must be observed in 
all workshops where the conditions 
will permit. and in all commercial en- 
terprises sub‘ect to the law of Decem- 
ber 24, 1903, relating to compensation 
for damages to workmen in the exer- 
(ies of their usual and ordinary labor. 
For mines and ouarries of all kinds 
regulations are promulgated. 
In small workshops, where a man 
work with his iamily alone, these 
provisions are not enforced. 

“In the ordinasy workshop which the 
decree is Intended to cover, each work- 
man must have a free space of ten cu- 
bie vards. Tue shop must have & 
height of three yards, and must be ven- 
tilated in a thoroughly sanitary way. 
Certain prescribed apparatus must be 
nsed to supply fresh and draw out viti- 
ated air. This apparatus must have at 
least a canacity of thirty cuble yards 
an hour for cach workman. In manu- 
facturine establishments where the 
work is uphealthful, the capacity of the 
apparatus for renewing the air must 
be at least 60 cubic yards per hour for 
each workman. This apparatus must 
be arranved vo that it will not in any 
way discommode or interfere with the 
workmen employed within the eatab- 
lishment. 

“Workshops or manufacturing estab- 
lishments existing and in full operation 
before the iseuance of this decree, the 
various rooms or departments of which 
could not be changed to comply with it 
without great expense or stoppage of 
work while the arrangements were be- 
ing perfected, are allowed to continue

“The owners of all establishments 
shall provide against the escape of gas 
or the existence of odors, vapors, or 
dust that might in any way affect the 
health of the workmen. All shops 
shall be conveniently and systemati- 
cally lighted, so that the workmen may 
be enabled to follow their employment 
without danger to their sight. All 
necessary precautions shall be taken to 
keep the air pure and to avoid the 
overheating of shops. During the win- 
ter the workshops must be convenient- 
ly and sufficiently heated, and in sum- 
mer provision must be made against 
hich temperature. The heating or 
lighting apparatus shall be placed so 
es not to discommode or injure the 
workmca by reason of its proximity. 

“The waste, residue, sweepings, and 
other accumulations shall be removed 
daily and destroyed. In establish- 
ments where the work is unhealthful 
the workmen must not enter or leave 
the workshop in the same clothing 
worn during employment. A closk- 
room, with wash stands and other nec- 
essary accommodations, must be estab- 
lished for the use of the employés. The 
heads of manufacturing enterprises 
must prohibit the carrying or eating of 
food within rooms where toxic mate- 
rials are being manufactured. The 
water used, whether it be for drinking. 
spraying, or manufacturing purposes, 
must be pure. 

“The decree contains further pro- 
visions to guard the workmen against 
the influences of vapors or odors of any 
kind and against accidents from mas- 
chinery. and to assure the solidity of 
the buildings and the absolute security

PORTLAND FAIR AND WHAT IT TEACHES.

WHAT INOCULATION ACHIEVES. 
Uniess the nodules with their bac- 
teria are present on the roots, these 
leguminous plants do not “rest the 
land;” in other words, they impoverish 
the soil just as any other plants do— 
they have no value as nitrogen fixers. 
They live as wheat. corn, potatoes and 
“imilar crops drawing on the soi! for 
the nitrogen necessary for their 
growth. However if the nodules are 
present on the roots, the bacteria in 
them “fix” the atmospheric nitrogen, 
and make it available for the plants, 
which not only do not exhaust the 
available nitrogen in the soil, but on 
the contrary increase the supply from 
100 to 200 pounds per acre. Thus the 
becteria not only give a bountiful le- 
guminous crop, but that crop leaves the 
soil greatly enriched for the crop of 
wheat, potatoes, or other non-legum- 
inoys plants that is to succeed it. Thus 
nature is made to do its own fertiliz- 
ing. The Department of Agriculture 
jes cultures of the bacteria, which 
are either to be applied to the seed 
on spread over the soil like fertilizer, 
and the expert in charge of the Bureau 
of Plant Industry at Portland, Prof. 
F. L. Scribner, is willing to explain 
and practice to all who come 
to him in quest of information. Speci-

Another most interesting subject i 
justrated is the breeding of seed corn,

But a 
single germ beet seed ball which the 
experts are endeavoring to produce in 
quantity will render hand-thinning un- 
necessary. The seed referred to is 
here on exhibition and the whole in- 
dustry from field to factory is ilius- 
trated. 

LESSONS FOR HORTICULTURISTS. 

Mushroon growing has similar care 
bestowed upon it. We are shown the 
types of beds, the ridge bed and the 
flat bed, the bricks of various com- 
ports that have been inoculated with 
the spawn, the different stages in the 
development of the cultivated mush- 
room, the product put ap in all the dif- 
‘erent ways known to commerce, and 
pictures of various commercial houses 
(some of them cellars) used exclusive- 
ly for the growing of mushrooms, a 
most profitable crop when thus sys- 
tematically handled. 

Fruit growers have many striking 
object lessons prepared for their par- 
ticular benefit. There are models 
showing the standard grades of apples, 
Bartlet: peas, and peaches, and the 
standard packages in which each kind 
should be packed for the market. 
Then, by the telling method of con- 
trasted samples, we see the difference 
between ‘ruit picken from voung trees 
and from old trees, fruit grown on 
sandy soil and on clay soil, fruit 
picked when it was mature and fruit 
picked prior to full maturity, fruit 
placed unwrapped in cold storage and 
fruit properly wrapped, fruit stored 
immediately after picking and fruit 
left lying about for a fortnight before 
being placed in storage. In cach case 
we are enabled to see the deterioration 
and to trace the deleterious effect to 
its proper cause. When we reflect that

America alone is now valued at $100.- 
900.000 in an average year, we may 
realize the benefit of widespread prac-

COMMERCIAL FIBERS.

First there 
are the hard fibers that come from the 
tissue of the plant—Manila fiber from 
a species of banana tree; the sisal or 
henequen, its strongest competitor, 
produced by an agave; and New Zea- 
land fiber also of the agave class. 
Then there are the soft fibers, obtained 
from the inner bark of the plants, 
hemp, jute, ramie and flax. Lastly 
we have cotton, ite fibre produced by 
the seed. All these are illustrated in 
various grades of quality and in their 
manufactured forms. 

THE NEW DESERT WHEAT. 

From one cabinet full information 
may be obtained about durum, the new 
wheat that is yielding such splendid 
results on the desert lands of Utah 
and Colorado. Many varieties of 
durum, or macaroni wheat as It is com- 
monly called, are shown from Tunis, 
Algeria, South Russia, Spain, and else- 
where. But the best adapted to this 
country is proving to be that from the 
steppes of Russia, the yield of which 
has been up to twenty-nine bushels 
per acre. The flour of durum is whiter 
than ordinary flour, but the bread 
made from it is almost undistinguish- 
able. As durum is adapted to heat 
and. drought to arid or semi-arid cli- 
mates, and even to slightly alkaline 
soils, it has a great future before it in 
the Far West. Efforts are now being

ance goes and the seed that will ac- 
tually grow, that is, fertilized seed 
capable of germination. The results 
in some cases are most surprising, 
showing the care that is necessary in 
the purchase of seeds. 

For instance, take an actual sample 
of 100 pounds of seed that cost $12. 
By the test it is shown that only 41 
per cent. of it will grow. Therefore 
the real cost to the farmer is $28 per 
100 pounds of germinating seed. In 
one sample of Kentucky blue grass 
seed, bought on the open market, 
there is only a fraction of one per 
cent. of good seed, so that from the 
outset it was impossible for any crop 
to have resuited. 

Weed seeds commonly found in 
commercial seeds are shown. The 
most dangerous being yellow trefoil, 
because even under the microscope it 
is hard to distinguish from alfalfa, 
and is therefore often used as an 
adulterant. 

There may aiso be inspected varied 
apparatus, euch as a seed separator 
for separating light from heavy seed 
and for removing chaff and dirt, and 
a germinating chamber for testing 
the fertility of seeds, the seeds being 
placed on damp blotting paper or 
musiin, and thereafter kept at a uni- 
form temperature and degree of mois 
ture until the results are made mant 


fest. 
WEATHER FORECASTS. 

The Weather Bureau is one of the 
several subdivisions of the Depart- 
partment of Agriculture. It shows 
charts and relief maps illustrating the 
principles involved in the making 
of meteorological forcasts. The 
“weather man may also be seen per- 
forming his daily task, and is pre- 
pared to explain things to visitors 
whose special interest may prompt 
them to questioning. 

FOR DAIRY AND STOCK FARMERS. 

The Bureau of Anima! Industry has 
an extensive exhibit, the main fea- 
tures of which may just be indicated. 
There is a large-sized model of a 20- 
cow dairy, showing the proper con- 
etruction and sanitary requirements 
of the houses and yards. Then we 
may inspect a “Clean Milk Exhibit,”

From abroad we have an assembly 
of all the dairying applianees used in 
the different countries foremost in the 
industry. Models of the principal 
cheeses made in foreign lands may 
be studied. One cabinet contains 
samples of articles manufactured in 
Germany from the casein of milk— 
combs, studs, umbrella handles, knife 
razor handles, chessmen, pen 
holders, cigarette boxes, and many 
other things in common use being in- 
cluded in the really astonishing col- 
lection. 


NUTRITIVE VALUE OF FOODS. 

The Office of Experiment Stations 
illustrates ita special work, more par- 
ticularly in Alaska, Hawaii and Porto 
Rico, the latest territories to which 
its operations have been extended. 
Under its auspices are also being con- 
ducted a series of elaborate experi- 
ments in human nutrition. The house 
wife may here study the comparative 
losses due to cooking meat by boiling, 
roasting and broiling. the advantages 
being all in favor of the last-named 
method. The exhibits of flours and 
bread baked from them, will dispel 
some widely held notions about the 
supposed superiority of whole meal or 

breads, as against white flour 
bread: the nutritive value ofthe white 
flour, pound for pound, is proved to 
be superior to the others. Of course 
this does not take into account the 
mechanica)] effects of the other flours 
as aiding digestion. Another line of 
experiments deals with the nutritive 
value of fresh fruits and nuts when 
used as the sole articles of diet. 
Their adequacy has been clearly es 
tablished, but it has always to be re- 
membered that their success or fail- 
ure depends largely on personal 
idiosyncracies, 

INSECT PESTS. 

The Bureau of Entomology has «a 
great display, that takes hours to 
study intelligently and would require 
columns to describe adequately. 
Elaborately dealt with are the insects 
injurious to oranges and lemons, ap- 
ples, pears, peaches, apricots, plums, 
all kinds of berries, grasses and a- 
falfa, the cotton plant, the sugar beet, 
the hop plant, potatoes, asparagus, 
celery, cabbages and every other kind 
of garden truck. There are also two 
cabinets devoted to insects injurious 
to stored products, as in granaries 
groceries and drug shops. The 
enemies of forest trees itkewise re 
ceive full attention. The cases of 
enlarged models of such dreaded 
pests as the Hessian fly, the cotton 
boll weevil, the codling moth, the 
chinch bug, the hop plant louse, and 
the San José scale, reveal forcibly to 
the eye the harmful powers of 
these tiny creatures—monsters, real 


drills, and suction pumps. 

ALKALI LAND RECLAMATION. 

One of the most instructive ex- 
hibits in the whole building is made 
by the Bureau of Soils. A big model 
shows with splendid clearness the 
method of reclaiming alkali or salt 
lands by underdrainage and flooding. 
To the right is a section of the alkali 
desert on which cultivated cfops can- 
not grow. In the center is 4 tract in 
under- 
tile drains, seen empty- 
ing into drainage ditch at the 
lower edge of the model, are placed 
at a depth of from four to six 
feet. The land is then leveied off, 
and checks thrown up to hold the 
water on the soil. Then the water ia 
flooded on to a depth four to six 
inches, kept as long as possible, and 
frequently renewed. It washes out 
the salt, which escapes by the drains. 
These latter also prevent the under- 
ground water impregnated with salts 
from reaching the upper stratum of 
soil being freed from the salts. In the 
result the surface bed of soil is made 
suitable for cultivation, and on the 
left of the model we see fine crops 
growing on the land thus reclaimed.

IN HIGH FAVOR. 


NEW YORK TRADE FOND OF 
CALIFORNIA PRODUCT.

Peaches in the Lead, With Apri- 
Gots, Plums and Cherries in Order. 
Demand for Asparagus in Tins Far 
Greater Than Supply—Death of 


Well-known Broker.

YORK. June 12.—Fresh and 
dried fruits are two important Call- 
fornia products which are extensively 
handled in New York, but the canned 

business is only second to these 
two im its importance. Possibly at 
some seasons of the year it is even 
more important than either of these. 

Trainioad after trainioad of Califor- 
nic Canned fruits is landed in this city, 
bexigning with the first delivery in 
the early fall and never ceasing until 
the market has been supplied late the 
following spring. Just at this time 
there is little movement from Call- 
fornia here, but the distribution of 
goods already here has been an im- 
portant department of the grocery 
business for the past six months. 
Probably it is still a feature in that 
trade. 

While California must compete with 
the South in canned fruits, and to 
some extent with the North, it is able 
to cope with both sections and produce 
better goods than either. Nothing ap- 
proaches the canned fruits froen Call- 
fornia. They are better grown, better 
picked, beiter canned and better 
packed and labeled, causing buyers to 
take larger quantities than of any 
Other canned fruits. 

Peaches are easily first in the af- 
fections of consumers. Crawfords 
packed in heavy syrup give the lemon 
clings close competition. The two are 
the nearest to nectar of anything put 
Up in cans. 

Next is undoubtedly the canned ap- 
ricot. In heavy syrup it is a close 
second to the peach: but kk has a 
harsher flavor which is not so well 
liked by some consumers. Neverthe- 
lees the apricot 6 a favoriie with con- 
sumers almost often 


is accarded wen better reception 


tha: the peach. The smaller sizes are 
mot so well liked since they are apt to 
be of tarter flavor. 

The plum family deserves recogni- 
tion, but they are canned with the pits 


jeft in and the cooking of the pit un- 


parts a sort of bitter flavor which is 
ot 80 pleasing as the ripe, rich, full 
flavor of the peach and apricot with- 
Out pits. The green gage is easily the 
favorite among plums, but it doesn't 
rank with the other fruit either in 
quality*or in popular opinion. 

The fourth is the California cherry. 
The Royal Anne, of which only a few 
Will be obtainable this year, is the 
most wanted, but there is a steady de- 
mand for other varieties, though they 
do not meet the requirements for the 
table as satisfactorily as the Royal 
Anne. Probably New York never yet 
received sufficient Royal Anne cher- 
ries to satisfy its appetite. They are 
placed in competition with cherries 
grown in the East, but tim latter are 
small and inclined to be acrid. This 
year, with the shortage in production 
greater than it has been for years, the 
Outiook is not encouraging for lovers 
of the Royal Anne cherry to secure 
more than a small fraction of what 
they want. 

There are other popular fruits, but 
California is known by these four va- 
rieties, and they constitute consider- 
ably more than half of the total quan- 
tity which comes here from California. 
It is worth noting that this immense 
business has been built up within a 
few years, and that it is probably only 
in its infancy. 

There is one other canned product 
from California which deserves to be 
ranked with the best of the fruits— 
asparagus. Nothing like it exists in 
the entire range of tanned and pre- 
served vegetables. Nothing put up in 
the East approaches it and in the 
Vegetable department nothing is 
known like it elsewhere. It is the one 
Vegetable of which the consuming 
public never tires. Just as long as 
California growers and packers ma in- 
taim the standard of quality just 80 
long will they be able to sei! their 
pack twice over in this market. te 

Representatives of the California 

ckers come to this market and open 

eadquarters, announcing that they 
are offering the annual pack of aspar- 
agus. Their probable output usually 
lasts about forty-eight hours. Then 
the representatives go back with 
larger orders than they can fill. 

Sometimes, when the Fastern supply 
fails, there is a demand for California 
tomatoes. Not 


many, af a rule, are 
brought here. It costs much to ship 
them across the continent. Some 


come in sailing vessels at low rates. 

These varieties of canned goods are. 
%o commonly used and so well known 
here that they emphasize the assertion 
originally made that New York could 
scarcely exist without California. It 
is the garden spot which supplies 
enormous quantities of food stuffs for 
this city and it will benefit in the 
future more than it has in the past in 
this direction. 

Charles H. Parsons, president of the 
Charlies H. Parsons Co., is dead. Mr. 
Parsons was one of the best known 
green fruit brokers in New York. He 
had ben connected with that trade 
more than forty years. 

While Mr. Parsong has been a factor 
in the lemon trade for many years, 
California orange growers have him 
to thank as one who fought consist- 


ently for the destruction of the 
Agency and its unwise methods of 
handling fruit. He allied himseif 


closely with the independent interests 
and he was one of the few who maip- 
tained their attitude so firmly that 
they would not buy of the Agency. In- 
stead they would go without.

HE EUROPEAN WAR CLOUD. 

The restiess and ambitious Kaiser 
of Germany is again producing a com- 
motion among the crowned heads of 
Burope. “An international crisis of 
the first magnitude” is the pregnant 
phrase cabled from London. The pow- 
er of Russia being held in restraint 
by the war with Japan and by grave 
internal dissensions, the Emperor of 
Germany perceives that now is the 
paychological moment to precipitate a 
conflict with his next most powerful 
neighbor, France. The pretext for 
hostility is the Moroceo dispute, and 
at each French concession new ones 
are demanded, till not only France but 
all the powers of Europe are watching 
the outcome with ansiety. 

What does the Kaser hope to gain 
as the result of a,clash of arms in 
Central Europe such as the world has 
never witnessed? The closing words 
of the lengthy dispatch furnish the 
keynote to this sudden and extraor- 
dinary attitude of the Emperor. Ger- 
many, though ambitious to become a 
great sea power, has but a limited 
Shore line along the Baltic and North 
Seas—broken by Denmark towards the 
east, and diminished by the Nether- 
lands on the west. It has been his 
ambition since boyhood to have these 
two countries incorporated in the 
Empire when the auspicious moment 
should arrive. 

This would vastly augment the mar- 
importance of Germany. The 
empire has now an area of 208,000 
square miles—about the same as that 
of France, and its population is 56,- 
000,000-—two-thirds that of the United 
States. Should it annex Holland, with 
12.600 square miles and a population 
of 6,000,000; and Denenark, with 15,500 
square miles and 2,500,000 people, its 
European territory would aggregate 
236,000 square eniles and its population 
would reach about 64,000,000. But with 
these States would come the opulent 
East India possessions of Holland, 
and the Arctic dependencies of Den- 
mark—Iiceland and Greenland. 

What warrant has the Kaiser to 
make a move go bold, to take a risk 
so great’? The German army is now 
the most colossal power of Europe. 
The Kaiser can muster two and a half 
millions of armed men. They are per- 
fectly drilled troops and work with 
the precision of a machine, and they 
are led by generals of experience and 
known sagacity. Pitted against this 
vast army France can place 1,600,000 


men in the field, but under far leas 
efficient contro] than is the German 
machine. 


It is dificult for the imagination to 
conceive such a host of human beings 
marching from opposite directions to 
engage in deadly conflict on the banks 
of the Rhine, at the behest of rulers 
seated at their respective capitals, and 
in view of the people of Europe and 
of the world, But England ts hurry- 
ing her fleets from the four quarters 
of the globe, and her protest, empha- 
sized by battleships hovering along 
the German coasts, and threatening 
those cnaritime cities where the Ger- 
man shipping interests are centered, 
may stay the purpose of the Kater 
and compel him to pause in his rasan 
resolve to stake the German Empire 
on the hazard of a die. 


ME AGE “DEAD-LINE.” 
A recent issue of Lesije's Weekly 
contained the following paragraph: 
“It seems like a hard rule which has 
been adopted by one of the largest 
transportation lines on the Great 
Lakes, following the failure of the ro- 
longed strike of the masters and pliota, 
It has decided to reject all its old cap- 
tains and to adopt an age limit of forty 


years henceforth for all captains in 
charge of its vessels. It is sald that the 
Other transportatlon lines involved in 


the strike will do the same thing. This 
is drawing the age ‘dead-line’ pretty far 
down, but the companies engaged 
probably have good reasons for tr 


action. It is part of the fortunes of a 
bitter and coetly labor war, and its 
immediate effect will be to throw a 


large number of old, experienced, and 
good men out of employment. In this 
Me, as in most others of the same 
kind, the honest and capable workers 
are the sufferers, while the gains, if 
any, go to the professional  troubie- 
makers, Strikes are costly in more

The President himself is a living 
refutation of the kindergarten theory 
of efficiency. Although he is often re- 
ferred to as “young,” it should be r- 
membered that he l be 47 years of 


all of his greater achievements have 
been accomplished since he was «0 
years of age. It must be evident to 
anyone who has followed the Pres- 
dent's public caregr that his efficiency 
as a man ts steadily growing with ad- 
vancing years. The rashness of his 
youth—which he has left some yeas 
behind—has been merged into conserva- 
tiam, as his judgment has grown wore 
mature. Baged upon firm foundations 
of right and justice, the President's 
character broadens and deepens to Its 
true proportions as he approaches the 
half-century mark of existence. The 
President will not “find himself,” in 
the fullest sense, before another decade 
shall have been added to his years. 

What is here sid of the President 
may be said with equal truth of thous- 
ands of other men who, though past 
the years of adolescence, have no more 
reached the period of superannuation 
than has the virile, the indefatigable, 
the great, the irrepressible Roosevelt. 
It all depends upon the individual, an! 
not at all upon the number of years 
that he has lived upon the earth.

N VIEW OF PEACE. 

Uniess all signe of which we may 
rightfully take cognizance should sud- 
denly and unexpectedly fall, it is now 
safe to say that we are in view of peace 
between Russia and Japan. Both na- 
ons bave informed President Roose- 
velt that they will appoint peace pieni- 
potentiaries. and the latest dispatches 
are to the effect that even negotia- 
tions for an armistice are under way. 
There is every probability that the long- 
threatened battle between the armies 
of Linevitech and Oyama in Manchuria 
will be aveided. The powers are unanl- 
mous in thelr pressure upon Japan to 
make her peace terms reasonable and 
such that Russia can aceept. and as it ls 
not likely that Japan will refuse to give 
heed to the world’s opinion in this re- 
gard. Therefore in every essential re- 
spect, we may confidently expect to see 
a peace treaty signed and the great 
war ended. 

The struggle, which began February 
5, 1904, though short in its existence. 
has proved so costly in both blood and 
money to the two nations engaged as 
to give it a red-letter position in the 
world’s history. In lees than a year 
and a half the casualties on both sides 
have amounted to over 360,000 men. Be- 
ginning with the slege of Port Arthur, 
all down through the gory line of bat- 
tles, to Liao Yang and Mukden, the 
wounded and slain have lain thick on 
fielde as desperately contested as any 
that have ever been fought. At Muk- 
den the Russians lost 107,000 men and 
the Japanese 60,000, 

At Sha River the Ruselamlosses were 
over 29,000 and the Japanese over 10,000. 
Heikoutal, Sandipu, Nanshan Hill and 
many other fights tell their own red 
story of death and disaster. They were 


great armies and they made great 
struggies. At the last severe battle 
fought at Muk ien the Russians had 


400,000 men under arms and the Japa- 
nese had 500,000, The cost of the war 
in money. up to date, has been nearly 
$4,000,000,000, 

The war has gone uniformly against 
Russia from start to finish She has 
not won a single one of the twenty-odd 
batties fought on land and sea. She 
has been beaten back from the shores 
of the Yellow Sea to the very boun- 
daries of Siberia. Her naval losses in- 
clude sixty-four ships valued at 4150, 
000,000. She stands today almost with- 
out a vestige of sea power. She has yet 
peace conference should fall of results 
peace conference should fall to results 
she can still ight on for years to come, 
with a chance of victory at the end. 
Her frightful reverses are due to no 
cowardice on the part of her soldiery, 
but to the superior preparedness, em- 
clency, organization and equipment of 
her enemy. And back of it all is the 
criminal faithlessness of Russia's mas- 
ters. 


In view of peace now, and with the 
thought in mind that the end of the

Dry Batteries. 

LOS ANGELES, June 2, 190.-—[To 
the Editor of The Times:] Can you 
give me a method for making dry bat- 
terles? I have quite a number of 
books, and all are sllent on the sub- 
ject. Their manufacture must be a 


trade secret. 

ANSWER: Some yeare ago at an 
isolated mine a few dry batteries “gave 
out.” The bitumen was picked from 
the top of one of them, the carbon 
drawn therefrom, and the mixture was 
examined and carefully analyzed. To- 
day some dry batteries are made ar 
foliows: The one element. ine. te 
formed into a cup with edges soldered 
this tube or cup is aleo the container 
Carbon sticks are used for the second 
or pegative element (flat or round.) 
Having a rounded stick a tte larger 
than the carbon, place it upright in 
the zine cup, and pack around it a 
mixture of ammontum chioride, “ 
ounces; plaster of Parise (dental) 
ounces; tine chiortde, 3% = ounces, 
Wheat flour, 3 ounces; add water «uf-

Considered that the year now closing 
has been “on the whole extremely sat- 
isfactory.” Nine out of ten know that 
the results of the year’s work has been 
anyMing but satisfactory, but they 
mile quizzically, and let the statement 
pass without comment. But the situa- 
tion seems to me to need thorough dis- 
cussion and nothing can be gained by 
allure.to face the facts as they exist. 

have just received the Citrus Unio-'s 
check for $44.81, the munificent net re- 
turns for 881 boxes of first-class nave! 
oranges, shipped April 25-28. I have 
shipped this year in December, Feb- 
huary, March and April 1166 boxes of 
havel oranges, all choice, not a box of 
standards, which have brought me ean 
average’ of 16 cents per box. 

During the past three years I have 
grown and shipped 4546 boxes, for 
which I Rave received $842.45, an aver- 
age of less than 8 cents per box. 
Granting that I have fiad unusually 
“bad luck’ we mey well ask what is 
pre average orange grower receiving 
or hig fruit. Statistics in this industry 
are not paraded; in fuct, it ig hard to 
obtain them, but a recent item in The 
Times states the Monrovia association 
has shipped 375 cars of navel oranges. 
for which ite members have received 22 
cents per box, with a small payment 
due. The Pasadena association ex- 
pects to pay iis members # cents per 
box. Say that the average net returns 

ve been 50 cents per box this year, a

HORSE FRIGHTENING. 

Automobilists are liable under 
law for damages which may result 
from runaways caused by horses be- 
coming frightened at their machines. 
So declares the Indiana Supreme Court. 
A case appealed to that tribunal was 
decided a fen days ago and judgment 
of the lower court awarding damages 
to a man who had been injured in a 
runaway was affirmed. This is the way 
the court puts it and it is interesting to 
automobilists generally because the 
courts of one State are governed by 
decisions of the higher courts of other 
States: 

“It cannot be said as a matter of law 
that appellants were guilty of negli- 
gence for using an automobile on a 
public highway. The law does not de- 
nounce motor carriages, as such, on 
the public ways. For as long as they 
are constructed and propelled in a man- 
ner consistent with the use of tne nigh- 
Ways and are calculated to subserve the 
public as a beneficial means of trans- 
portation with reasonable safety to 
travelers by ordinary modes they have 
an equal right with other vehicles in 
common use to occupy the streets and 
roads. Because novel and unusual in 
appearance and for that reason likely 
to frighten horses unaccustomed to see 
them is no reason for prohibiting their 
use. But appellants, in operating on 
the highway a novel wheeled convey- 
ance of uncommon appearance and 
noise owed to the plaintiY and other 
travelers the duty to carefully control 
and drive the same along so as to avoid 
causing needless injury. This duty re- 
quired appellants to take into account 
the character of their machine, its 
general appearance, the loud puffing 
noise sent forth while going, its new 
use in the vicinity and its tendency to 
frighten horses. When the defendants 
saw that plaintiff's horse had become 
frightened at the rapid approach of the 
strange, notsy carriage, and that the 
plaintif? was in danger, which was rea. 
sonably certain to increase by the 
nearer approach of the motor, and from 
which it was plain he could not extri- 
cate himself except by defendant stop- 
ping or siowing down until plaintiff

THE NEW EMPIRE. 

W.. it is uncertain as yet what accessions will 
ve made to the territorial possessions of Japan 
as a result of recent victorious campaigns on 

land and sea, we may hazard a few surmises while the 

terms of peace are being discussed. The chain of 
islands stretching from the southerly end of Kamchatka 
in the 50th parallel of latitude to Formosa, under the 

Tropic of Cancer, constituting the empire previous to 

the war, embraces an area of 163,000 square miles, some- 

what greater than that of the State of California, and a 

population approximating 47,000,000—just about equal 

that of the German empire. 
To this must certainly be added the Peninsula of Korea 
with $2,000 square miles and 8,000,000 inhabitants, and 

the Island of Saghalin with 25,000 square miles and a 


small population of deported Russians, making the total 
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WHAT PORTLAND EXPOSITION MEANS, 
MIDST a landscape of rare beauty and grandeur, 
combining all the effects of river, lake and fertile 
valley, forest-clad mountains and show-crowned 
yeaks, there has been set a city of palaces that calls 
‘orth the admiration of every visitor. The art of man 
las wrought in perfect harmony with the charm of na- 
ture; stately and graceful edifices, white-walled and red- 
roofed, stand forth from amidst woodland greenery, 
flashing in the sunlight, or, when night has fallen, shim- 
mering with the glow of myriad incandescents.

is one upon which In its primeval state Lewis and Clark 
themselves gazed, when the rich Willamette Valley of 
today was virgin forest and bear cubs disported on the 
site of Portland's fair city. 


At the Exposition, within certain of its edifices, there 


have been assembled samples of all the products of the 
West; of farm and orehard, of mine and forest, of river 


and ocean, together with exhibits that serve to illustrate | 
the industries which up to the present time have estab- 
listed themselves in the Pacific Coast States. Never be- 


tore has there been such a thorough and comprehensive 
demonstration made of the resources of the western belt 
of our country lying between the Canadian and the Mexi- 
can frontier lines There are many other things to see 
at the Exposition, garnered from sister States and from 
‘oreign lands. But the great State buildings of Califor- 
nia aud Washington, filled with the visible proofs of 
natural wealth and of keen human industry, and the 
even vaster diffused display made by the State of Oregon. 
the host of the fair, throughout the main palaces, strike 
the dominant note of the exposition. This is at once the 
rich present productiveness of the Far West, and the 
simply unbounded prosperity that awaits it in the future 
when knowledge of its possibilities becomes more widely 
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area of the empire on present lines 270,000 square miles, 
and the aggregate population 55,000,000. 

But there are other possibilities Involved in the set- 
tlement of the Japanese claims if the spirit of conquest 
should prevail. The province of Manchuria, with 400,000 
square miles and 8,000,000 population (in round num- 
bers.) has been held to the Chinese empire by very loose 
bonds for half a century, though in former ages the 
Manchu chiefs were rulers of the nation. While the 
Siberian Ra road was being constructed through this 
territory to Viadivostok, and a branch, which was to be- 
come the main artery, was projected southward through- 
out the entire length of the Liaotung Peninsula to Port | 
Arthur, the work, as it progressed, was guarded by large 
detachments of Russian soldiers. | 

Owing to the introduction eof modern methods of 
transportation and the infusion of the new western 
commercial spirit into their lives, the people of this prov- 
ince were rapidly becoming Russianized, with the effect 
of gradually alienating their allegiance from the mother 
country. But the devastating war and the Russian de- 
feats have opened the eyes of the people to the fact that 
the Japanese conquerors, between whom and themselves 
there is race kinship, have strong claims upon their loy- | 
alty, and would probably hold the reins of power over 
them with less rigor than has the Russian government. _ 

Should Manchuria then accept Japanese suzerainty, 
China and the western nations consenting, the new em- 
pire would become the dominating power of the Orient, | 
and it would have to be reckoned with as such in all | 
future diplomatic negotiations. Doubtless such a settle. | 
ment would involve the dismantling of the fortresses of 
Port Arthur and Viadivostok, and make them open ports 
for the commerce of the world. 

But there are still other possibilities involved in the | 
situation. If Japan should make a demand for a large 
indemnity, say $1,000,000,000, and Russia should demur, 
the former might point to the sparsely-settled provinces of | 
Amur and Primorskaye, lying to the north and east of 
Manchuria, and offer to take them in lieu of the cash 
indemnity. Amur, with 173,000 square miles, was

A Snap at Midday. 


Our next picture is taken at midday. It is high noon 
in Panama City. The town is quieter now than it was 
at midnight when we made our flashlight exposures, but

Most of the stores are closed. The great canal adminis- 
tration building with its hundreds of clerks is as still as 
| the grave, and the streets are deserted, with the excep- 
tion of the dogs which lie asleep in the shade. Every 
human being is now taking his noon siesta, and even the |

Panama is a Spanish city, and it rests in the middle of | 
the day. It is a tropical city, and it is best for one to do 
nothing from 11 o'clock until 2. At 11 the canal clerks 
go to their homes. Between 11 and 12 they sit down to 
breakfast, or to what the Spaniards would call almuerzo. 
The most of these people eat nothing but some coffee and | 
a roll upon getting up. Their second meal, which forms | 
the real breakfast, consists of a soup, a stew or roast,

first-class dinner at lunch time, and are ready for a sec- 
ond dinner at night. After the noon meal the people sit | 
around and chat or lie down for a snooze. No one is at 
his office much before 2, and it is impossible to do any 
business during the usual hours of the siesta.

lottery belongs mostly to Gabriel Duque, who also owns 
the Star and Herald, the chief English newspaper of the 
isthmus. I understand it has made him rich, and that 
it brings him in something like $20,000 a year. His lot- 
tery tickets are sold everywhere except in our canal zone. 
and they would be sold there if the officials did not for- 
bid it. The sellers are men, women and children. They 
are found at every street corner, in the market and even 
at the doors of the churches. 

Across the plaza from the hotel is the Panama cathe- 
dral, one of the most beautiful buildings of the city. A 
little further over are stores, and beyond the administra- 
tion building is the City Hall. The administration 
building covers a whole block. It has four stories and is 
one of the most valuable properties of the kind on the 
Isthmus. 


Among the Natives. 


Let us sit down tn the park and make some notes of 
the people. Here come two Jamaicans. They are as 
black as our boots, but they are well dressed and good- 
looking. They are talking in Spanish. If you should 
address them in English you would learn that they can 
speak the language more clearly than our negroes at 
home. Nearly all the Jamaicans have common school 
education. They read and write, and some of them 
of the ‘better classes, such as the locomotive engineers. 
take scientific journals. Indeed, I saw one of the 
firemen at Culebra reading an engineering magazine dur- 
ing the intervals of his work. They learn quickly and 
seem to be born self-respecting. 

See this crowd of little children coming. They are of 
all colors from white to black, but everyone looks as 
bright as a new silver dollar. Sitting here last night a 
ragged little girl of ö came to me and asked for a news- 
paper I had been reading. I told her that I did not think 
she could read it. She thereupon took a pencil and wrote 
her own name on the margin of the paper, proving the 
contrary. 

There is a little gamin of 6 with a skin like chocolate 
who peddies cigars around the Grand Central Hotel every 


evening. His father works on the canal for about d cents 
‘an hour during the day and makes cigars in the evenings. 
This little peddler can reel off Spanish poems by the 
yard. He recites speeches about the independence of 
Panama in Spanish and that with such gusto and smile 
that he makes many sales out of sympathy. 


| Rich Panamans. 


But not all the Panamans are poor. See that portly 
dark-faced man in business clothes who has just en- 
tered the plaza? That is. Manual Espinosa B.—(the last 
initial stands for the name of his wife.) That man 
started life here as a drug clerk and is now said to be 
worth $260,000. Behind him comes Frederico Boyd, who 
has mortgages on the most of Panama and who is worth 
quite as much. Both of those men have sent their chil- 
dren to the States to be educated, and it is the same with 


many Panama merchants. There are a number of rich 


families here. Obaldia, the Panama Minister to Wash- 
ington, is wealthy in cattle and ranches; Brandons, the 
bankers and merchants, have lots of money to lend, and 
the Maduro family, which deals in dry goods and im- 
ports and exports, is set down as worth something like a 
quarter of a million dollars. 


It is such families that constitute the upper circles of 
Panama life. Their daughters are finished off in the 
United States at our best Catholic schools, and from 15 to 
20 such girls go to New York every fall. The women of 
this class dress very well, although when out shopping or 
going to mass they usually wear black. They are, as I 
have said, all Catholics, as is the case with the native Co- 
lombians throughout the isthmus. 


Chief Engineer and Mother Superior. 


Speaking of the Catholic Church, once sees many 
monks and priests on the street and also a goodly num- 
ber of nuns. The nuns do not, as a matter of course, 
have anything to do with the opposite sex, and some of 
them I am told consider it a deadly sin to shake hands 
with a man. In this connection an incident occurred 
here which illustrates the strong personal magnetism of 
our chief engineer.

Lake Constance, is the center of the important Swiss 
cotton embroidery trade. From here embroideries val- 
ued at $30,000,000 yearly are sent to all parts of the 
world. Aside from the consular force employed at the 
American consulate, the United States government has 
stationed an expert at this point who examines invoices | 
of shipments to the United States. The annual import 
of curtains, piece goods, edgings, handkerchiefs and 

what not from the St. Gall district brings $5,000,00, paid | 
_ for the customs duties alone, into our treasury. 


At one time the wages of the embroidery workers were 
the most remunerative in Switzerland, and the average 
day's pay was $1.20. The decline that commenced twenty 
years ago has continued, and the laboring classes of the 
present day have to bear the brunt of the changed condi- | 
tions. Some workmen, more skilled than others, can 
perform 2500 stitches upon one piece of goods in the 
same time that a less efficient embroiderer requires to 
make 1500 stitches upon similar work. According to 
their ability, stitchers on ordinary goods can make up to 
$5 or $6 a week, and fancy-goods stitchers from $6 to $8. 
Girls who do mending are paid about $2.50, and girls to 
meke up goods, $1.50 to $2.50 a week. g 

In the Canton of Appenzell, where all the male inhab- 
itants meet in the open air to pass their laws, there is 
a large amount of hand embroidery turned out by women 
who are noted for their cleverness in this art. They 
work diligently, often far into the twilight, before their 
embroidery frames, stitching into the white, bleached 
unen not only beautiful designe, but in many cases their 
own beauty and health itself—opportunities denied them,

Farewell, Vivandiere. 


PICTURESQUE FEATURE OF FRENCH 
ARMY DOOMED. 


From Pittsburgh Dispatch. 


N a few weeks, 1073 women, representing a class 

that for the past hundred years has played quite an 

important and certainly a picturesque role in the 
military history of France, are about to be mustered | 
out of her army. They ere the Cantinieres, or Vivan- 
dieres, of the various regiments and battalions who first 
made their appearance in the days of the great revo- 
lution of 1793 and have ever since that time fitted, so 
to speak, over all the French battlefields of Europe, 
tending the wounded, feeding the hungry, moistening 
the parched lips of the dying from their ever-ready little 
barrel | 


Down to the war which inaugurated the third repub- 
lic of France the Vivandiere was a bird of gay plum 
age—a peculiar mixture of the Sister of Mercy and of | 
the opera bouffe queen, but possessing all the sterling 
qualities which uphold sinking energies and infuse new 
life in those who are wearied unto death, namely, reso- 
lution, courage, bordering on temerity, and complete 
devotion to suffering humanity. 

And she presented a very chic and brilliant figure as 
she marched past with her regiment, in short skirts, 
long red trousers, if she belonged to the infantry, or 
top boots if attached to the cavairy, her hat jauntily 
cocked on one side, with ber little barrel hanging from 
her shoulder by a strap, sometimes by a tri-color cart. 
the barrel always containing a reviving draught of 
cognac for her “children,” as she called the “soldiers of 
France.” 

Heroine of a Novel. 

No better description has ever been given of the 
Vivandiere than that to be found in Ouida’s popular 
novel, “Under Two Flags.” “Cigarette,” the heroine, is 
the true type. if somewhat poetized, of this vivacious, 
merry, plucky, undaunted and sometimes mischievous 
member of the fair sex, who for over a hundred years 
has followed the French army to glory and sometimes, 
alas, also to defeat. Truth, however, compels me to 
add that I have never been fortunate enough to en- 
counter in real life vivandieres as beautiful and as fas- 
cinating as those footlight favorites whom I have seen 
on the stage in the role of “Cigarette” in the dramatized | 
version of Ouida's novel. 

All the cantinieres that have come under my notice 
have been rather mature women who usually went 
among the officers and soldiers of the regiment by the 
name of “La Mere” So-and-So—that is to say, “Mother 
They all had a tendency to be what the French 
call hommasse —that is to say, rather masculine and 
“good fellows” in their speech, their manner and their 


readiness to become the confidant of the personal trou- 


bles and miseries of every one of the soldiers, whom 
they regarded more or less as children in need of 
parental advice and consolation. 

The Vivandiere was not only maternal, but also pa- 
ternal in her attitude toward her “boys.” And yet no 
matter bow mannish she might otherwise be in her garb 


‘and in her bearing, there was always a peculiar and 


striking touch of femininty in the dainty ribbon-trimmed 
small apron with pockets that formed an indispensable 
feature of her uniform, and in the gentleness of her 
touch and voice in relieving pain and suffering.

on the throne, and the voluminous braiding and feathers 
in the hat gave way after 1870 to a rather sober uniform 
_ of dark blue, piped with red. 

Gradually, with the growing perfection of the ambu- 
lance system and with the improved modern methods 
of keeping the troops in the field supplied not only with 
food but also with non-alcoholic drink, the services of 
the cantiniere have become superfluous. They are no 

longer needed—at least, that is the opinion of the medi- 
cal authorities, of the commissariat department and of 
the “officiers superieurs” of the French army, the rank 
and file of which, however, will sorely miss this almost 
invariably respectable, if perhaps rough-tongued, speci- 
men of womanhood—the only matronly influence with 
which many of the soldiers came into contact from the 
time they joined the colors until they completed their 
term of service. And the public, too, at the reviews 
and military pageants will certainly regret the disap- 
pearance of the Vivandiere. 

One of the most remarkable of these cantinieres, 
differing, it must be confessed, from the ordinary run 
of them, was Louise de Beaulieu. who died only a few 

years ago in rather impoverished circumstances, in re- 
celpt of a small military pension. Before the war with 
Germany she was a lady of independent means and. 

| being of patrician birth, moved in the very best soelety. 

Her patriotic enthusiasm led her to join the army in 
1870 as a cantiniere after the first reverses sustained by 
French troops.

being a spy. Her aristocratic bearing, so different from 
that of the majority of the cantinieres, was what len 
to this impression on the part of her captors, who, after 
imprisoning her for a time in a hole in the earth- 
works, with barrels of powder rolled against the open- 
ing to prevent her escape, condemned her almost with- 
out a hearing and sentenced her to be shot. She showed 
no fear whatsoever, but when she was led out she aske:! 
the favor that her eyes might be left free from the 
veval bandage and that she might be allowed herself 
to give the word of fire. This spirit so impressed one 
of the principal Communist officers that he interpose:! 
in her behalf and had her life spared. 

After the war she was decorated by the government 
not only with the cross of the Legion of Honor but also 
with the highly-prized Medaille Militaire, each of 
which carries with it an infinitesimal pension. But 
she had spent the greater part of her fortune during the 
war in the relief of suffering, and the remainder, con- 
sisting almost entirely of house property, had been de- 
stroyed partly by the foe and partly by friends in con- 
nection with the various military operations. Remain in 
the service she could not, having lost her right arm. 
There is no place in that magnificent and historic in- 
stitution, the Invalides, for women crippled in the serv- 
ice of their country. She was too proud to ask the char- 
ity of her relatives and former friends, so she took a 
recom in a dingy little street near the Central Market« 
and for years earned her living by waking up people 
who wished to get to work early in the morning and 
who were afraid of oversleeping.

AN ENTRANCING ISLAND As SEEN 


BY A Los ANGELES WOMAN. 

From a Special Correspondent. 
ONDON, May, 1905.—We were sailing home from 
sunny South Africa on one of the magnificent mail- 
boats that ply between the Cape and Southampton. 

Early one fine morning during this delightful journey we 
went on deck for our first sight of land, after leaving 
port. It was midwinter at home, but no hint of this 
came from the purple cliffs of Madeira, wooded above, 
and bathed in deep blue water beneath. 

Dreamily drinking in the soft tropical breezes our 
thoughts wander into history. We contrast our mighty 
“Greyhound of the sea,” providing all the comfort and 
luxury modern ingenuity can supply, with the two small 
sailing vessels sent out in 1418 by Prince Henry of 
Portugal, that gallant navigator, son of an English 
mother, the daughter of John of Gaunt, who became 
Queen of Portugal as the consort of Joas the First. One 
of these small craft was commanded by Joas Concalves, 
nicknamed “Zargo” (the blue-eyed,) the other by Tristato 
Vaz Leixeira, to explore a part of the African coast. 
Yet the delight of the modern traveler is no less than 
that of those sea-battered adventurers of days gone

FIELD NOTES. 


Shortage of Orange. 
0 NE close observer of orange growing says there 
‘speaking especially of the navels. Hie ter- 
ritory ranks third in the production of citrus 
fruits. Others have voiced the same opinion, and 
my observation is that many of the large navel trees will 
have no fruit whatever. These observations may mean 
an enormous Output in 1906, though made in good faith 
at the time. There is no telling at this time to what ex- 
tent the dropping of the young fruit may continue. But 
this is but introductory to what the California Fruit 
Grower of last date says of the Buropean orange crop.

California citrus fruit in general is said to be much bet- 
ter than the average sent out from Mediterranean dis- 
tributories, and should California find a dearth of fruits 
n foreign markets it would be a good time to do some 
shipping to points heretofore unacquainted with our 
fruits. 


Plant Breeding. 


R. J. H. REED, of Riverside writes that “among the 
sensible, practical hints in which your page in The 
Times Magazine abounds the one most vitally important 
and timely is in the last issu >—the scientific growing of 
nursery trees. It has been siow in coming, but I believe 
the time now fully ripe for the right sort of men to en- 
gage in breeding strictly pedigreed citrus nursery stock. 
Last week we wanted a few hundred young Valencia 
‘trees. We found some fine thrifty trees. The buds were 
traced to a young orchard which was making good 
growth, but had no fruit record. We could do no better, 
so took the trees at the market price. Now I would have 
been glad to have paid two or three times as much for 
similar trees with straight record from trees known to 
bear typically satisfactory fruit.” As soon as enough 
devotees to this practical method of tree selection ap- 
pear, no doubt the scientific propagation will also de- 
velop. Some nurserymen are far on the way to a repu- 
tation in this line even now. 


Use of Reserve Timber.

OTWITHSTANDING the fact that a great number of 

reports have been received stating that the pernicious 
scale is becoming very much scarcer, and possibly ceas- 
ing as a pest altogether in some localities, it is stated 
that the apple orchards of the Lompoc Valley are overrun 
with this pest. So virulent has this insect become that 
the Horticultural Commissioners of Santa Barbara 
county have considered asking the Supervisors to pass 
an ordinance that will prevent anyone removing fruit 
in the Santa Maria and Lompoc Valleys without first be- 
ing inspected and given a certificate of freedom from 
this scale. I do not know how a county ordinance could 
be made more effective than the present State law at 
command of the County Horticultural Commissioners. 
Every feature of this enactment has been tested in the 
courts and sustained. If enforced there would be a great | 
lessening of the scale. Hundreds of boxes of infected 
fruit have been destroyed in Los Angeles county this 
winter under this law, and I do not see the need of an 
ordinance in that county “empowering the Commission- 
ors to condemn infected fruit.”

Ants in Arizona. 


SUBSCRIBER living in Arizona expresses the opin- 

jon that the ant is a destroyer of the Scutellista. I 
have never heard the common species of the ant charged 
with the habit of eating other insects, except when the 
latter may have been found lifeless. Even then the ant 
seems to have little to do with dead specimens of in- 
sects. I have many times dropped dead bees, beetles and 
small worms into ant “wells,” but to see the inhabitants 
drag the bodies to the surface if not too large and deposit 
them at the circumference of the waste depository. 
There is no doubt, bowever, that the ants Interfere with 
the egg-depositing work of the Scutellista. A tree in- 
habited by ants usually has a quantity of scale when 
other trees may be free. The ant is a fighter, and is 
continually crawling up and down the branches. Little 
Mrs. Scutellista has a poor chance of depositing her eggs 
when constantly interrupted, and it may be she will 
avoid an ant-ridden tree altogether. It is an accepted 
fact by all entomologists that ants carry the eggs of 
aphis into the ground in the fall to preserve the egg 
through the winter, and return the eggs to the plants in 
the spring for hatching. This is done because the aphis 
are a prolific cause of honeydew—a palatable food for the 
ants. An insect so resourceful would have the instinct 
to protect the black scale for honeydew-making, and no 
doubt resents any interference with the scale. When 
ants infest a tree they usually choose one near their own 
breeding ground, and but emphasize the fact that they 
are a pest to the orchardist and should be destroyed. 
| Deep cultivation is not favorable to ant burrowing, and 
an orchard devoid of hard, unbroken spots is not a good 
eld for these insects. A little bi-sulphid of carbon or 
coal oll poured into each ant nest may do a world of

WorK Or INDIANS AND DEVELOP- 
MENT OF AMERICAN WARE.

LL peoples have had, at some period of their hie-  Sreat has been the progress in processes that we find with sea tran 


tory, the custom of burying articles of use and value 

with their dead, or of burning these possessions, at 
the time of the burial of the dead owner. Thanks to this 
custom, which existed among the North American lu- 
dians, we owe the preservation of nearly all the speci- 
mens of their poorly-baked, frail cooking utensils and 
burial urns that we now possess. Many, filled with food 
and drink, were whole when placed in the mound, but 
the sinking earth quickly crushed and destroyed them, or 
they were disintegrated by the moisture. Many, how- 
ever, remain, and shreds of Indian pottery are constantly 
being brought to light by our civilized plowshares. Had In- 
dian pottery been only sun-dried, as has been erroneously 
thought by some students, no specimens would have 
withstood the action of the soil and elements for so many 
years, but would ere this have returned to their old 
clayey consistency. 

When the Pilgrim Fathers landed on the bleak shores 
ot New England, they found the red man using rough 
bowls and pans of coarse earthenware as cooking uten- 
sils. Gookin, writing of the Indians, says: 
they seethe their food in are made of clay and earth al- 
most in the form of an egg with the top broken off!” 
Perfect specimens of the work of these savages are rare 
and are usually in a simple bowl shape. 

‘In examining this Indian pottery it is easy to see the 
way in which the earliest forms were developed. The 
gourd, the shell, the basket, the square box of bark—all 
these primitive shapes of veasels were copied in the pot- 
tery. The ornamentation, too, was compressed in a sim- 
ple fashion; the vessel was sometimes modelled within 
a rush basket or frame of reeds—thus the impressed de- 
sign remained upon it. One indented pattern is said to 
have been formed by the finger nail of the Indian potter; 
other designs have been impressed by twisted thongs, 
crude dyes were then applied. As a further ornament, 
little pleces of mica or shell were inserted in the wet clay 
pot and then fired. These methods and forms of ornae- 
mentation were used centuries ago by the Celtic potters. 

There are several very good descriptions of the metb- 
ods of manufacturing and firing of Indian pottery at a 
later date. Here is a pretty and domestic picture of the 
Indian wife, given us by Dumont, in 1848: “After hav- 
ing amassed the proper kind of clay and carefully cleaned 
it, the Indian women take shells, which they pound and 
reduce to a fine powder; they then mix this powder with 
the clay, and having poured some water on the mass, 
they knead it with their hands and feet and make it into 
a paste, of which they form rolls six or seven feet long, 
and of a thickness suitable to their purpose. If they in- 
tend to fashion a plate or a vase, they take hold of one 
of these rolls by the end, and fixing here with the thumb 
of the left hand the center of the vessel they are about to 
make, they turn the roll with astonishing quickness 
around this center, describing a spiral line; now and 
then they dip their fingers into water and smooth with 
their richt hand the inner and outer surface of the vase 
they intend t6 fashion, which would become ruffled or 
undulated without that manipulation. In this manner 
they nake all sorts of earthen vessels, plates, dishes, 
bowls, pots and jars, some of which hold from forty to 
fifty pints.” The earthen vessel was then either baked 
in a rude kiln or inverted over coals of burning wood. 
The Indian women were potters in all tribes, the work 
being deemed unmanly work for a lordly brave. 

But the most important plece of Indian pottery—the 
pipe—must not be forgotten, for the significance of it In 
the early history of our country cannot be overrated. 
The calumet was a moral, religious and political influ- 
ence: on its manufacture and ornamentation the Indian 
expended all his skill and best labor; and to its signifi- 
cant use he gave his best and deepest thoughts. The 
use of the pipe was a devotional service—the Great Spirit 
smoked his pipe and his followers did likewise in his 
honor: it was a political signal—no war was declared. 
no treaty of peace signed, without the accompaniment 
and symbolical use of the pipe. One tribe of Indians

| In the year 1659 there were any number of potteries 
| for the production of tiles, bricks and the coarser sorts 
of stoneware. In 1740, New York boasts of several es- 
tablishments for making earthen dishes, and in 1770 60 


porcelain has been attempted, for the Southward china 
_ factory at Philadelphia “promises encouragement to 
skillful painters and enamellers in blue“ and offers a 
premium for the production of zaffre, a compound of 
cobalt. 

This china venture failed, the real estate of the com- 
pany was sold, and the proprietors returned to England 
asking public attention and charity for their poor 
workmen. Thus forlornly ended the first porcelain fac- 
tory in America. 

As early as 1765 the number of potteries springing up 
in the colonies greatly alarmed the English manufactur- 
ers. The wares were rude and devoid of beauty, but they 
were beginning to supply the home demand, and their 
increase pointed silently though eloquently to à future 
of ceramic independence of the mother country. And 
besides, the English potters had emigrated in large 

numbers. 
| It was during this year that the far-seeing, d bus- 
| iness man, Josiah Wedgwood, became seriously ed, 
| foreseeing with prophetic eye the time when thé young 
country would prove a dangerous rival. Said he: “They 
have every material there equal, if not superior, to our 
own for the manufacture.” He spoke with knowledge, 
for he had already tested the clays of the Carolinas, 
Georgia and Florida, and had made arrangements for a 
regular supply of the “unaker” or Pensacola clays. Other 
factory owners, referring to the superiority of American 
wares, confessed that they experienced great difficulty 
in retaining their trade in that quarter, prophesying that 
“at the present rate of progress in the United States, in 
ten years English crockery would find no market there 
at all.” That the fears of these potters were well 
founded may be judged by the present progress of the 
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industry in the United States and the accounts from the 
pottery districts of England within the last few years 
The history of this progress is one of perpetual strug- 
gle, for extraordinary difficulties met the pioneer at 
every turn. In a country rich in all the requisite but 
as yet undeveloped materials, except for the manufac 
ture of the coarsest wares, he was obliged to import 


every pound of flint, spar and finer clay he used, in 
slow sailing vessels taking months for the voyage; he 
had also to train or import labor, to pay high wages 
and learn by costly experiment, in a new climate, the 
proper treatment of his clays. | 


The industrial and mechanical difficulties were per- 
haps the least against which the potter had to contend. 
Chief of all and not overcome until within a recent 
period, was the strong popular preference for the e- 
tablished English wares, necessitating a continual im- 
provement in the quality and selection of domestic 
goods, and this, too, at a time when the British manu- 
facturers, in their efforts to control the American mar- | 
ket, resorted to repeated lowering of their selling prices, 
compelling corresponding reductions in home wares 
made at far higher cost. 

This rivalry with the British producers was not with- 
out its good effects, for there is no question but that it 
Stimulated the invention of the potters and aroused

It must be conceded, however, that the 40 per cent. 
tariff of 1861 gave the American potters the strongest 
incentive to compete with foreign manufacture, and the 
opportunity to resist British efforts to control the trade. 

There are now 800 potteries in the United States, the 
total products of which supply 50 per cent. of the wares 
annually consumed. The chief centers of the industry 
are Trenton, he capital of New Jersey, and East Liver- 
pool, in Ohio. 

The former city offered peculiar attractions to the 
potter, both in its railways and canals connecting it 
wit the great cities of the Union, and its nearness to 
ines of the raw material.

ARIOUS theories have been advanced regarding the 


origin of the name Lane. One is that it designated 

a clan of wool growers, among French Huguenots, 

the word for wool being laine. This is derived from the 

_ Latin lana, wool. Lanarius is a wool seller; lanifica, a 
wool carder. 

A less plausible tradition is that the name was origi- 

nally bestowed upon one living in a lane, The advo-

The Lane house et Bedford was standing until four 
years ago, when it was destroyed by fire. 

Among relics displayed when the family meet in con- 
clave is a memorandum dated August 9, 1777, signed by 
Purgoyne.

So regular was Joshua in church attendance that his 
horse Jack also acquired the church-going habit, and if 
not taken out of his stall, or from the pasture, early 
Sunday morning, found his way to his accustomed hitch- 
ing post before the meeting-house, leaving the tardy 
family to follow after on foot. Jack attended strictly to 
work every week day, on Sunday he was bound to go to 
church. He used to draw wood to the house, and after 
the folks at home unloaded the sled, he returned to his 
master, who was getting another load ready for him. 
Jack, it may as well be said right here, was pilgrim an- 
cestor of all the learned equines of the present day. 

The heroism of a Puritan maiden—Mary Lane Whit- 
more—also makes the foundation of a good story. Dur- 
ing the troublous times with Indians, she looked forth 
from her chamber window and a certain stump excited 
her suspicions.

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Panama Postage Stamps. 


MULTIPLICITY OF THEM ISSUED. 
SOME VERY VALUABLE.

HE republic of Panama, less than two years old, 
with us 31,000 square miles of territory and less 


than ‘300,000 inhabitants, has issued a greater va- 


riety of postage stamps than European Russia, wiih its 
2,100,000 square nules of area and 120,000,000 people, 
has issued during the forty-seven years that couniry 
has used pos age stamps. Panama has produced two- 
thirds as many varieties of stamps in less than two 
years as Great Britain issued in sixty-five years. 

The canal zone, that forty-mile strip connecting the 
two oceans has evidently become inoculated with the 
“stamp germ which produced a fever, yielding the 
Panama treasury thousands of dollars. In its career 
of but a few months the canal zone has turned out three 
distinct issues or series of postage stamps and the 
end is evidently not yet. Not satisfied with this record, 
the “zone” has produced an “error” 80 valuable that 
philatelists (stamp collectors) are unable to estimate 
its value. 

An “error” to a philatelist is like a red flag to taurus. 
Collectors will pass up with indifference a stamp of ar- 


tietic design, perfection of engraving and brilliant color- 


ing—common stamps that may be obtained for a few 
cents—but let en error develop and there is a rush of 
the proportions of a stampede to get hold of a measly- 
looking stamp without beauty or attractiveness, because 
it is an “error.” If it happens to be an “error” lim- 
ited in number the scramble becomes fierce and money 
is no consideration. Stamp collecting is a great fad 
with royalty in Europe and the various “highnesses” 


have agents who are ever on the alert for errors and 


stamps of very limited issue, and fabulous prices are 
paid for freaks, in stamps. 


The wild rush for this canal zone error is all be- 


cause a letter L' was printed lying on its back. The 
stamps now in use in the zone are issues of the Panama 
republic, surcharged “Canal Zone.” The United States 
government buys stamps of the Panama republic, pay- 
ing the latter 40 per cent. of their face value. The 
stamps come in sheets of 100 and are overprinted 
“Canal Zone” at a local printing office. The words 


“Canal Zone“ are set in type 100 times so that at each 


impression of the press 100 stamps are surcharged. In 
some manner one of the type L“ in “Canal” was set 
wo that the perpendicular ber is horizontal and the 
horizontal bar sticks up. Three sheets were printed 
this way so that three stamps—one in each sheet—show 
up with this error. While the printer was alive to the 
fact that the mistake in the setting of the type should 

be corrected he did not appear to regard the error as 
mvalidating or rendering unavailable the three sheets 
Siready printed and they went to the postoffice and 
were sold to patrons. 


In due course of mail one of the stamps, attached 


to a letter addressed to a person in one of the depart- 
ments in Washington, reached its destination and was 
consigned to the waste basket. Little did the person 
realize that he was throwing perhaps more than a 
vear’s salary into the receptacle for worthless paper. 
The messenger in the department, according to his 
usual practice, fished out all the foreign stamps and in 
a day or two sold them with other accumulations, to a 
dealer in stamps in Washington. In looking over the 
stamps the dealer noticed the “L” on its back and 
realizing it to be worth more than the ordinary type 
sold it to a collector for a few dollars, supposing that 
as at least one such stamp would appear in each sheet, 
the error, while rare, would not be the only one in 
existence. 

He wrote to a friend in Colon, who investigated the 
matter, and developed the fact that but three sheets with 
the error had been printed. No trace of the two errors 
on the other two sheets can be found and it is believed 
they were destroyed by the recipients. Even if the 
two companion errors should turn up and there should 
be three in existence the value of each would be hun- 
dreds of dollars—and perhaps thousands. If time shall 
demonstrate that there is but one stamp with the “L” 
on its back the philatelic value might be $10,000; the 
Earl of Crawford of England having paid $7200 for a 
Mauritius stamp of which there are half a dozen others in 
existence. As an electrotype for printing the words 
“Canal Zone” on the Panama stamps has been made, 
there appears to be no further prospect for errors of this 
sort. 

As soon as the United States government took over 
the canal strip it became apparent that the posta! sit- 
uation must have attention. For a few weeks Panama 
stamps were stamped Canal Zone” with a hand rubber 
stamp. These stamps are now exceedingly rare 
and the three denominations, 2, 5 and 10 centavos, hav- 
ing a face value of less than 10 cents, all told, are 
eagerly snapped up by collectors at $8 for the three. 
On account of the difficulty in figuring out where the 
receipts from sale of stamps should go and how the cost 
of the service should be apportioned the surcharged 
postage stamps were discontinued and regular United 
States postage stamps of values of 1, 2. 5, 8 and 10 
cents were overprinted “Canal Zone, Panama.” These 
stamps were used a few months, being discontinued 
December 12 upon the special order of Secretary Taft, 
who went to Panama principally, it is said, to try to 
straighten out the postal tangle. The next issue was 
quite similar to the firet, Panama stamps being over- 
“Canal Zone.“ this government paying the 
Panama government 40 per cent. of the face value of 
the stamps. Under the existing arrangement the do- 
mestic rate of postage in the canal zone applies to 
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points in Panama as well. The postage stamps now in 
use by Gov. Magoon and all residents in the canal zone 
are Panama republic stamps with nothing to indicate 
any authority of the United States. 

During the year and two-thirds Panama has con- 
ducted its own affairs, its energetic Postmaster-General 
has issued no leas than 146 different varieties of stamps. 
It is estimated that the receipts from stamps sold to 
stamp dealers and collectors amounted to half a million 
dollars, and as the stamps will never do postal duty the 
receipts are net profit. 

When Panama launched its craft, only Colombian 
stamps were on hand, seven denominations: 1, 2, 5, 
10, 20 and 50 centavos and 1 peso. These seven values 
from the basis for the 146 varieties issued to date. The 
stamps were overprinted with the word “Panama” 
vertically on either end, and a heavy rule obliterated 
the word “Colombia” on the original design. To over- 
print a sheet of 100 stamps thus required 600 capital 
“A's” of one size and it appears the printing office 
having the work in hand was short of this letter. Con- 
| sequently As of other styles of type were used, 
the leter V“ turned upside down was made to answer 

for an “A” without the cross-bar; italic “A's” were em- 
ployed, so that the sheet contained perhaps a dozen 
| different types of surcharges. 

At once there sprung up a great demand from the 
United States and foreign countries for these stamps. 
The actual postal demand was smal! but collectors and 

dealers ordered them by the thousands of sheets. The 
Post master-General was a man of discernment and he 
saw a gold mine in stamps. Forthwith he telegraphed 
an order to the New York Bank Note Company, which 
printed the United States of Colombia stamps, and in 
the meantime booked the orders from every quarter 
of the globe that were pouring in. In three weeks the 
stamps arrived: huge boxes of them; millions of 
stamps. Then the presses got busy. The Postmaster- 
General was a man of farsichtedness. He said: “Tf 
stamp collectors care for a mere matter of difference in 
style of type, they will be Interested in different colors.” 
_ Thereupon, he suggested to the printer that it might be 
| well to vary the monotony of black ink and red was 
substituted: then later violet ink was used; then blue 
‘ink. As the possibilities in varieties of type and color 
grew upon the Postmaster-General and the printer en- 
tire new settings of type were used; the sheets were 
fed into the press upside down so as to reverse the sur- 
charging. Then the word “Panama” was set horizont- 
ally: the line obliterating the word Colombia“ was 
made narrower. Some of the sheets were printed twice 
so as to produce a double surcharge; letters were broken 
out—for example, the second “A” making the surcharge 
read “PAN MA.” Then it occured to the printer to make 
some of the Panamas read upward and some down- 
ward and the types were changed and twisted until with 
but seven denominations to start with a total of 148 
different types were produced. 

Of the millions of stamps thus treated it is perfectly 
safe to say that 99 per cent. were sold to stamp col 
lectors.* Some of the varieties are extremely rare. For 
example, when a sheet was printed in red ink and after- 
ward overprinted again in blue, certain types occurred 
only when thus surcharged. It is estimated that the 
philatelic value of all the various types is not less than 
$500: all the outgrowth of seven stamps of the intrinsic 
value of less than one dollar. 

Of course, ultimately, the collectors got tired of the 
game and a few impressions of the press, weekly, 
sufficed to provide stamps for the domestic demand. 
Then the Postmaster-Genera! took a few days to count 
up and found cash enough on hand to run the govern- 
ment several years, counting in the interest on securi- 
tles purchased with the major part of the $10,000,000 
received from Uncle Sam. The Postmaster-General of 
Panama says he counts philatelists as among his warm-

But at present it is in the State of Bad Repair. This is 


getting ahead of my story, however. 

Taking the noon train at Guadalajara, one arrives at 
Zapotlan in time for supper. As you alight from the 
train, you are immediately surrounded by small boys 
and men, who pounce upon any hand baggage you 
may have, and cry, “Listo, Sefior’ (I am ready, sir.) 
and inquire which hotel you desire, and direct you 
to the street cars. Here you are confronted with an- 
other crowd of men, who have sized you up as going to 


Colima. They have horses and mules and are anxious 


to strike a bargain with you to take you over the trail. 
If you find a man with animals to suit, you make a 
bargain, and tell him io call at the hotel the hour yau 

desire to leave, and you can rest assured he will be 
there at the appointed time. 

On the trip I am describing our party consisted of 
two Mexican women, a Mexican man, two Americans, 
two mozos, or servants, and two extra pack mules for 
the baggage. Having purchased large straw hats. which 

resembled life-size parasols with crowns in them, we 
started on our trip at 3:10 in the morning. 

Shortly after leaving the city we struck an easy trot, 
and were fairly started. It was without question the 
most beautiful night any of the party remembered hav- 
ing seen. The moon was full, and cast a light that was 
simply glorious. If one has never seen a full tropical 


moon, on a clear night, in the open country, away from 


the dust and smoke which hangs in a haze over a city, 
he cannot realize the beauty of it. There is as much 


difference in the appearance of the moon here and in 


the States as between the clear air of the Rockies and 
the heavy, dense air of lower altitudes. We could easily 
distinguish the marks under the second hand of a 
watch. 

Leaving the road, we plunged into the trail proper, 
and here our difficulties commenced. For several miles 
the trail wound in and out among the boulders of lava 

| from the volcano Colima. As we approached the vol- 
cano, it took a definite shape,-and at last we could 
clearly distinguish its huge form towering nearly 
| 15,000 feet above sea level, and throwing out its steam 
and smoke like a monstrous chimney. It was a sight 
to thrill one as nothing else can. One may stand at 
the edge of deep cafions in the mountains, or on top of 


some of the lofty peaks, looking down with feelings | 


of awe, and be inspired with the sublime grandeur of 
the scenery; but riding at the base of an active volcano, 


vomiting its smoke and steam from an immense crater, | 


throwing. it thousands of feet in the air, where it is 
caught by a wind current and carried for miles upon 
miles, until it finally disappears from view, is a sensa- 
tion unlike any other, and has to be seen to be ap- 
preciated. 

When one thinks of the enormous power stored up 

in the heart of a volcano, and the damage it is capa- 
ble of inflicting when it throws out lava instead of 

smoke, he can better appreciate his own insignificance 
and helplessness, compared with the inanimate forces of 
Nature. Words cannot describe the sensation. 

Passing over the lava beds, we came to a part of the 
trail which was at one time paved with cobble stones, 
but which the rains and hoofs of the pack mules played 
ha voc with. About half of the entire distance was once 

paved, but now only a few places here and there, of 
possibly a hundred yards each, remain in anything 
like their original condition. The balance reminds one 
‘of the dry bed of a mountain stream, and is every bit 


as rough. The horses are compelled to pick their way | 
among the rocks, stumbling over the loose stones, some- 


times having literally to climb over large boulders 

in places where they couldn't go around 

possible to go faster than a slow walk. 
About 6:20 we came to a little village which looked

reached what seemed to be the top, the poor mules 


would pause a moment and rest, and gaze in a most 
dejected manner at the steep wall in front of them. 
We seemed never to reach the top. What appeared to 
be the very apex of a mountain, from the bottom of a 
cafion, proved to be but one of the smaller peaks when 
we had reached it. 


About sundown we came to the 
Beltran, or cafion of the Beltran’ River. The 
trail is quite level for half a mile before 
reaching the cafion, but here it plunges down, in a se- 


Barranca de 


ries of zigzag turns to the bottom, a thousand feet below. 


The walls of the canon are almost perpendicular, and 


the trail has been blasted out of the solid rock. There 


are eighteen sharp turns in ft, from top to bottom. and 
when you arrive at the bottom you are almost directly 
under the place you started from. The longest distance 
between any two turns is not over 150 or 200 feet. It 
is possible to throw a atone from top to bottom, cross- 
ing the trail seventeen times in its descent. Half way 
down, wet met a pack train of 127 mules, and the way 
we hugged the wall until they had passed, was a cau- 
tion. A false step going down this cafion would mean 
a flying leap into space, and incidentally a boat ride 
over the River Styx, with no return coupon on your 
ticket. 


As we stood at the top of the cafion before making the 
descent, we had a beautiful view of the volcano. It 


seemed to rise from the bed of the river just beneath us. 


The many shades of green in the tropical vegetation 
which grew in profusion at the bottom, mingled with the 
various-colored rocks, and the beautiful tints of sunset, 
made a picture long to be remembered. 

The Barranca de Beltran was the largest we crossed, 
although we were going up or down one all the time, 
crossing six large cafions, eleven smaller ones, and 
eighteen streams, fording twelve of them. Going down 
the sides of the mountains, we braced our feet on the 
mule’s ears to keep from going over his head. Going 
up, we had to bang on to his ears to keep from sliding 
off behind. 

About 7:30 we arrived at a small settlement, where 
we intended stopping for the night. We rode up to 
the meson, or inn, and inquired if we could be accom- 
modated. They cheerfully informed us that they could 
look after the mules all right, but that we would have 
to sleep standing, or else with the mules. Having rid- 
den about sixteen hours up and down the sides of moun- 
tains, we didn't like the idea of staying up all night, 
so decided to go on to Tonila, three hours farther on 
the trail. We arrived at Tonila at 19:39, and by 11:29 
they had supper ready for us. At 12 we went to bed, 
leaving orders to be called at 5. : 

At 5:30 we were ready to start, and shortly after we 
left Tonila, we crossed the last large cafion, and were 
then in the State of Colima. Presently we came to a 
stone bridge which had been destroyed by an earth- 
quake the night before we left Guadalajara. The shock 
had been quite severe, having been felt from Mavanillo. 
on the coast, to the City of Mexico. The destruction o“ 
the bridge was the first sign of any damage which we 
had seen, with the exception that all the clocks along 
the way were stopped. However. as we neared the coast. 
there were a number of houses which showed the effects 
of a severe shaking. Some had lost their roofs and some 
were completely destroved. Two people were killed in 
Colima. by houses falling on them. : 

By this time we had made almost a complete circle 
around the volcano, and had seen it on nearly every 
side. About 10 o'clock we reached a point in the trail 
from which we could see the city of Colima. It wag a 
most welcome sight. We were dropping down to the 
lowlands of the coast and the heat was intense. The 
sight of the city stimulated us to increase our speed 
and urge on our tired mules. 

At 12:30 we rode up to the hotel at Colima, com- 
pletely worn out, so stiff and tired we had to be lifted 
from our mules. We had ridden ninety-three miles 
over one of the worst trails in Mexico, and most of the 
time a hot sun beat down on us most unmercifully. 
But even the heat, our stiff joints and tired bodies could 
not make us forget the beautiful scenery we had seen. 
And we felt amply repaid for all the inconveniences 
we had put up with. A trip to Mexico is not com lete 


without seeing the volcano Colima, the only active one

At six months of age it should 
sleep two-thirds of the time, and always until four years 
old—if possible longer—should take a nap during the 
day. Nine hours is certainly not too much sleep for a 
child, up to about the age of puberty. Cut down the 
amount of food your children eat, and increase the time 
they sleep. Then notice how they improve in health.

There are, un- 
fortunately, many writers in this coun- 
try—or rather aspirants to authorship, 

they cannot be honestly called 
writers—who believe that if the theme 
or purpose of their book be religious, 
then the publication of their book is 
justified, regardiess of merit of literary 

Style or thought. There appear so many 

of the classification of “reli- 
gious” that are decidedly worthiess, 
that the reader of works along this line 
with much doubtfulness upon the 

new books unless the name of the au- 
ther or the publisher be to him a guar- 
antee for merit. Mr. Kirkland’s style 
is wretched. He becomes lost in the 
haze of his own thoughts, and the book 
lacks clearness.

History of the Novel. 

TIE DEVELOPMENT OF THR ENGLISH 
NOVEL. By Wilbur I. Cross. The Macmil- 
lan Company. New York. 

After the story of the development 
of a people, the most interesting pages 
of history are those which record the 
beginning and the growth of that peo- 

dees literature. Literature is very close- 
y allied to life, and in it are mirrored 
the thoughts, the habits, the life of 
he nation producing it. Of course 
the strictly literary study does not ap- 
peal to the masses. The people who read 
movels are not always interested in 
Gets. ag literature, but as often as not 
appreciate them only insofar as they 
enable the reader to lose himself in the 
fancies of the writer. This work by 
the professor of English in the Shef- 
field Scientific School of Yale Univer- 
ety will not appeal to all, nor indeed 
the average novel readers. But to the 
etudents of literature t will come as 
a most welcome aid, and its pages wil! 
prove to him not only instructive, but 
eminently entertaining. The book 
‘traces in outline the course of English 
fiction from Arthurian romance to Ste- 
venson, and in the earlier chapters es- 
pecially indicates the continental 
sources and tributaries. Since Prof. 
Cross s work is devoted to the novel in 
particular, it is in point to understand 
just what he means by the novel. He 
gays: “The terms ‘romance’ and ‘novel,’ 
which in themselves are a summary of 
the two conflicting aims in gction, re- 
quire . historical and. descriptive 
Wefinition.

romance a highly id®alized verse-narra- 
tive of adventure or love translated 
from hte French, that is, from a Ro- 
mance language; they alao extended 
the term to similar stories defved from 
classic and other sources, or of their 
own invention. For a verse-narrative 
approaching closer to the manners of 
real life—its intrigues and jealousiec— 
the Provencal poets had employed the 
word novas (always plural;) for a like 
narrative in prose, always short. Boc- 
caccio and his contemporaries were us- 
ing the cognate word “novella.” Of to- 
ries of this realistic content, many were 
written in English in the fourteenth cen- 
tury, but they were called tales 
word of elastic connotation, which 
Chaucer made to comprehend nearly 
all the different kinds of verse-stories 
in his time.” In 1785 Clara Reeve, in 
her “The Progress of Romance.” set 
down what she construed as the prov- 
ince of the novel. She writes: “The 
novel is a pleture of real life and man- 
ners, and of the times in which it is 
written. The romance, in lofty and 
elevated language. describes what never 
happened nor is likely to happen. The 
novel gives a familiar relation of such 
things as pass every day before our 
eyes, such as may happen to our friend 
or to ourselves; and the perfection of it 
is to represent every scene in so easy 
apd natural a manner and to make 
tiem appear so probable as to deceive 
us into a persuasion (at least while we 
are reading) that all is real, until we 
are affected by the joys or distresses 
of the persons in the story as if they 
were our own.” How this definition 
breathes the spirit of one hundred 
years ago! Of course, Clara Reeve 
wrote for the people of her day. But 
today the novel has made a further 
development. This, however, is not 
exactly in line of noticing Prof. Cross’s 
book, Which is the theme entitled to 
our attention. The history of the Ene- 
lish novel has been divided into eight 
chapters or periods. The first of these 
is that from the Arthurian romance to 
Richardson, and indicates the mediae- 
cal romancers and story-tellers, the 
Ellzabethans, the passing of the old 
romance and Daniel Defoe. The eight- 
eenth century realists are Samuel Rich- 
ardson, Henry Fielding. Tobias Smo!- 
lett, Laurence Sterne and such minor 
novelists as Sarah Fielding, Samuel 
Johnson, Oliver Gold: mith. In the third 
period Prof. Cross has stretched from 
“Humphry Clinker’ to “Waverly,” 
writing of the imitators, the novel of 
purpose, the Gothic romance, the his- 
torical romance, the Jane Austen—the 
critic of romance and of manners. We 
then have the nineteenth century ro- 
mance, with Scott and Cooper as the 
central figures. In Chapter V. Prof. 
Cross writes of the realistic reaction, 
with Dickens as the author receiving 
chief attention. “The Return of Real- 
ism” gives Prof. Cross opportunity to 
discuss William Makepeace Thack- 
eray, Charles Reade, Bulwer Lytton, 
Anthony Trollope and Charlotte 
Bronté, The psychological novel is con- 
sidered next with Elizabeth Gaskell, 
George Eliot and George Meredith. The 
closing chapter is on the contemporary 
novel, and the several subjects writ- 
ten wpon are Henry James and Im- 
prtasionism, Philosophical realism— 
Mrs. Humphry Ward and Thomas 
Hardy, Robert Louis Stevenson and the 
revival of romance, and Rudyard Kip- 
ling. There is added to the volume 4 
list of twenty-five prose-fictions, and 
also a bibliography. R. J. MeL.

CHARLES THE CHAUFFEUR. By &

t is nothing short of justice to deal 
v considerately with Mr. 8. . 
Kiser and those of his tribe. There 
are few men in the world of letters 
who are more overworked than the 
newspaper humorists. Mr. Kiser, just 
like many another humorist, turns out 
his half column or more a day just 
as regularly as clock-work. Some times 
his products reach a very high notch 
of excellence. Sometimes—though it ‘s 
not a matter for censure—they are of 
but moderate worth. The remarkable 
thing is that these men can turn out 
so regularly their laugh-provoking 
matter: in season and out of season 
they labor and labor and know ao 
rest. Mr. Kiser has found time dur- 
ing his very busy life to turn out also 
the matter for several His 
“Love Sonnets of an Office Boy” was 
a classic in its line. Here the old 
dignified sonnet form was employed 
for the vehicie that bore the burn- 
ing love-tale of an office boy Yor the 
typewriter. His “Ballads of the Busy 
Day.“ though not so good as the Love 
Sonnets,” were still clever. Mr. Kiser 
now writes of “Charles the Chauf- 
teur.“ The present work is in prose. 
With prose there is nearly always more 
chaff in the work of the humorists 
than in verse, for there is more space 
to fill. There is considerable chaff 
in the present volume; and yet there 
is plenty of geod wheat. When Charles 
first enters the employ of Mrs. Thur- 
low, she asks him: “Are your nerves 
steady?“ That is a promise of a very 
exciting career. The book is, of course, 
much concerned with dealing blows 
at the modern automobile faddists. It 
burlesques them, it criticises them, it 
glories with them in the smell of the 
gasoline and the speed of the death- 
dealing engine of the sport-loving. 
When Charles is running the automo- 
bile for Mrs. Thurlow, that woman, 
exhibiting the spirit of the real auto- 
mobile faddist, volunteers: Charles.

THen 
to the other two authors we must leok 
as those who have done the greater 
part of the writing of “Moniseur Den 
Brochette.” The book, we are told, is 
a historical account of some of the ad- 
ventures of Huevos Pasada Par Agua, 
Marquis of Pollio Grille, Count of 
Pate de Foie Gras, and Much Else Be- 
tides. The humor of the book—and the 
book is intended to be humorous—is of 
two grades. That of the author's de- 
scription, which we have given above, 
and which consists in the misuse of 
words—both English and foreign—and 
a satirical vein, which is real humor. 
It is hard to describe the little book. 
There is apparent at times the appren- 
tice hand; but at others the story is 
really most amusing. The opening 
paragraph shows the authors at their 
very worst. The first sentence 16.80 
very long that we fear to quote it be- 
cause of the limitations of space, and 
yet it shows one of the most serious 
faults of the book. It reveals the ama- 
teurishness of that author—we trust it 
was not Mr. Bangs—who was entrusted 
with the composition of the opening 
sentence. It is possible, though, that 
the sentence was written as a burlesque 
upon other works, in which case we of- 
fer our most humble apologies to the 
three gentiemen whose names appear 
on the title page of ‘‘Monsieur Den 
Brochette.” The sentence to which we 
have referred is: “If at twenty min- 
utes past 11 o'clock on the morning of 
the fifth Monday of March, 1684, any- 
body had accosted me as I sat in the 
large window on the Rue de June 
Fourteenth side of the Café D’Oecuf, in 
the fifteenth <Arondissement of the 
Quartier Latin, Paris, France, and of- 
fered me even so little as a sou for my 


thoughts, I should, on my honor as a 
gentieman, have closed the bargain 
then and there if perchance the sale 
were for ready money, for to confess 
the sorry truth, I, Huevos Pasada par 
Agua, Count of Pate de Fote Gras and 
Marquis Presumptive of the Estates of 
Pollio Grille in Spain, just arrived 
after an eventful journey from pater- 
nal acres of En Brochette, had naught

But the story 
is soon freed from this fault of con- 
struction, and we are given the merry 
adventures of this gentleman who is 
ever amusing. The story was doubtless 
written as a buflesque upon the re- 
cently popular historical novels, and it 
is more entertaining than many of 
them, and with all ite exaggeration 
doubtless equally accurate with a 
number in its delineation of the spirit 
of the times. Take, for instance, the 
following bit of dialogue, which is but 
a specimen of much that is to be found 
within the book:

Automobile Fiction. 
THE MOTOMANTIACS. By Lieva Osbourne. 
The Bobbs-Merriil Company, 1 napolis. 


The fame of Robert Louis Stevenson 
cast a blight over the literary career of 
Lioyd Osbourne. To be the son of a 
great author and to pursue literature 
oneself is apt to result in a rather 
thorny way for the junior if his ability 
be greatly inferior to that of his sire. 
There is forever the comparison of 
work, which is little less than fatal. 
Mr. Osbourne was not the son of 
Stevenson. His mother was a iiterary 
woman of much ability, but her name 
is not so well remembered today. But 
Osbourne’s injury came from being as- 
sociated with Stevenson in the latter's 
work. Just how much the younger 
writer contributed to the books which 
appeared as the product of Stevenson 
and Osbourne is doubtful. That his 
part was small, we are almost certain, 
and yet the books on which is his name 
as collaborator were among the best 
that Stevenson did. “The Ebb Tide,” 
which was written by Stevenson and 
Osbourne, is to us one of the most dra- 
matic and impressive stories that came 
from the pen of Robert Louls Steven- 
son. “The Wrecker” and “The Wrong 
Box,” the other two stories on which 
Osbourne worked with his distinguished 
stepfather were also of a very high 
standard of excellence, and naturally 
when one picks up °w book from Os- 
bourne he is inclined to compare it 
with these other works. 

“The Motormaniacs” is a considerable 
advance over The Queen versus Billy” 
and Love the Fiddler,“ two earlier 
books by Osbourne alone. There is a 
certain brilliancy to the dialogue of the 
first story of the book that is pleasingly 
reminiscent of the work of Anthony 
Hope in “The Dolly Dialogues.” The 
stories*are all of the motor, as the title 
would suggest. There is a little too 
much of the motor in the pages. We 
have automobile talk which, unless we 
are mistaken, is introduced solely to 
show the readers that Mr. Osbourne is 
acquainted with the parts of the motor. 
The book in this characteristic is on a 
par with Kipling’s stories concerning 
steam locomotives and steamships. To 
one acquainted with the automobile, the 
automobile talk will be at least intelli- 
gent; but to the others—and these are 
vastly in the majority—it will be little 
short of foreign matter. The firsr story 
—there are four in the volume—is the 
one that gives the book its title. “The 
Motormaniacs” tells how a girl for love 
of an automobile and automobiling 
ewitched off from one lover to another. 
There are times when the dialogue be- 
comes exceedingly clever. For instance 
when the discarded lover is telling the 
engaged girl what he will do after she 
is married: 

“I'll often think of you in your log 
cabin with the white man, I said. ‘On 
winter nights III flatten my nose 
against the window-pane and have a 
little peek in; next day you'll recognize 
my footsteps in the snow.’ 

“I'd be sure to know them by their 
size.’ 

“I'm going to take ten dollars off 
your wedding present for that.’ 

It was one of we could 
say anything we liked.’ 

it was a life of savage freedom. 
It takes one a little time to get into it 
again.’ 

Fou used to say things, too.’ 

can't remember saying anything 
as horrid as that.’ 

Well, you couldn't, you know,’ she 
said, and put out the tip of a little 
slipper.” 

This shows the dialogue of Mr. 0. 
bourne at its best. The greatest fault 
is that he so often permis his char- 
acters to become slangy—unpleasantly 


sliangy-as when this same girl a few 


moments later says that the Captain, 
whom she threw over, “doesn't play in 
my yard any more.” The story of the 


first tale is how this young girl first 
obtained enough money to buy per 


- 


car broke down with her and her Eng- 
lish husband-elect, an earlier lover 
came up and by merely repairing the 
machine won her heart. The second 
tale is “The Great Bubble Syndicate,” 
and relates the waverings of two lovers 
between getting married and buying an 
automobiie. “Coal Oil Johnny” is the 
tale pf a charitable maiden and the 
driver of an automobile. The last story 
is perhaps out of place in an automobile 
bobk, and vet it certainly should have 
been included in the volume. It is con- 
cerned with the labors of a young lover 
to clear the way for the marriage of 
himself and sweetheart. The obstacle 
in the way is an older sister of his 
sweetheart’s, whom the younger sister 
wishes married before she ventures into 
the field of matrimony. This older sister 
is really old and in all her life had only 
one lover. His name was Jones, and 
his whereabouts are unknown. How 
Ezra finds Jones makes a very interest- 
ing story. “The Motormaniacse,” which 
appears in the Bobbs-Merrill Com- 
pany'’s “The Pocket Books series, will 
add considerable to Mr. Osbourne’s 
reputation as an author.

A French Grammar. 

SIMPLE GRAMMAIRE FRANCAISE. By Paul 
Bercy. Willlam R. Jenkins. New York. 
The “Simple Grammaire Francaise” 

presents several advantages. First, 

it is in French, the difficult words and 
sentences are translated into English 
and placed in parentheses. Second, the 
rules and exceptions are based upon 
the “Reform of the Syntax,” in accord- 
ance with the decree of the Minister of

the student time and work. ird, the 


Englieh exercises to be translated into 


French are invaluable. The use of a 
grammar entirely in French does not 
answer all requirements. The pupils 
soon get accustomed to filling in the 
blank spaces, to adding s.“ “x,” and 
so on, but seldom reason, except when 
very much advanced in the study of 
the language. An English exercise to 
be written into French compels the 
pupils to think, and they acquire the 
habit of expressing themselves in 
French. Many puls who have studied 
from grammars altogether in French 
fail completely in the work of trans- 
lation. Fourth, the Questionaire will be 
of great assistance to both teachers 
and pupils, it can be used for conver- 
sation, as the questions and the an- 
sewers are written in simple form; aim 
has been made to avoid peda- 
gogy. French grammars, written 
for French people, are usually con- 
stant stumbling blocks to foreigners. 
The expressions e mute, e opened, 
etc., mean nothing, but lead the stu- 
dent astray. In this grammar these 
letters. from the start, are given their 
individual sound, The student is also 
warned against the misleading expres- 


sion of aspirated h.

A German Romance.

“Sawdust” is a story of the Car- 
pathlan timberlands. It is a strange 
story in English, to anyone in the habit 
of reading German fiction, for its spirit 
is distinctively that of German ro- 
mance, pervaded by German sentiment 
and German ideas. The work ts very 
well done and the plot good. 

A lumber mill Invades the Carpath- 
jians, its owner, Josef Mayer, 4 sell- 
made man, absorbing the larger part of 
the estate of the impoverished noble- 
man, Count Rutkowski. His son., 
Rudolf, falls in love with the daughter 
of the count, the Countess Katinka, 
but the wealth of the Mayers proves 
an obstacle in the way of the happi- 
ness of the two, both because of the 
opposition of the elder Mayer and be- 
cause the pride of the Countess rebels 
when she finds her mother scheming 
for the match for its material ad- 
vantages. Further trouble arises when 
a note from a lover of the mother, ad- 
dressing her as “Katinka,” a name the 
daughter also bears, falls into the 
hands of the elder Mayer and is carried 
by him to his son.

Appleton & Co. yesterday published 
a new book on Tuskegee, the combined 
literary work of officers of the institu- 
tion and graduates e in differ- 
ent sorts of work. The volume is in- 
teresting as an account of Tuskegee 
from the various viewpoints represent- 
ed, and perhaps even more interesting 
as in itself an evidence of a high 
standard achieved. 

Both Emmett J. Scott, Mr. Washing- 
ton’s executive secretary, Mr. 
Washington himself, protest, in preface 
and introduction, against the impres- 
sion that appears to have ne abroad 
in some quarters, that egee Insti- 
tute is a “servant training school,” or 
an employment agency, or is devoted 
entirely to industrial education. An 
evidence of the many-sided character 
of the instruction given at the insti- 
tute is the list of the different profes- 
sions, as well as trades that the gradu- 
ates are following. Many graduates 
are teachers; physicians predominate 
among the professional men, and 
trained nurses among the women. As 
to the industry of the graduates and 
the room and opportunity for work that 
they find, Dr. Washington says: “After 
diligent investigation, I cannot find a 
dosen former students in idleness. They 
are in shop, field, schoolroom, home or 
the church.” 

“The Tuskegee idea,” says Dr. Wash- 
ington, is that correct education be- 
gins at the bottom and expands nat- 
urally as the necessities of the people 
expand. As the race grows in know!l- 
edge, experience, culture, taste and 
wealth, ite wants are bound to become 
more and more diverse; and to satisfy 
these wants there will be gradually de- 
veloped within our own ranks—as has 
already been true of the whites—a con- 
stantly increasing variety of profes- 
siona] and business men and women. 
And.“ he adds, Tuskegee's germ prin- 
ciple is to be found in its unboasted 
ideals, in the things that of necessity 
cannot be listed in catalogue or report, 
rather than in its buildings, shops, 
farms, and what not. The school dwells 
upon the saving power of land, and 
learning, and skill. and a bank account 
—not as finalities in themselves, but as 
tangible witnesses to the negro’s capac- 
ity to compete with others.”
